C h i c a g o , February 1 1 .—The Exec­ 
utive Committee of three of the sub 
committee of the National Republican 
Committee, consisting of Clarkson, 
Conger and Clayton, remains in the 
city to-day, perfecting the plans and 
details outlined by the whole commit­ 
tee. The headquarters of the National 
Committee for the convention hi 
been established at the Pacific Hotel 
in the same club rooms ns in 1SS0 and 


1 8 8 4 . 
The Citizen Committee has directed 
that tho convention hall must be 
made ready and turned over to the 
National Committee on the Thursday 
before the meeting of the convention 
The capacity of tiio hall will not be 
over 7 0 0 0 , and to give this capacity, 
all the boxes will be dispensed with, 
and opera chairs replaced by ordinary 
chairs. Tho Citizens Committee of 
Chicago 
wero given 
1 4 ,0 0 0 tickets 
four and eight years ago, and are now 
insisting on that m any; but the com­ 
mittee will not lie able to supply such 
a number. The delegates and altern­ 
ates, numbering about 1 7 0 0 , will bo 
seated on the lower fioor in the par- 
quetto and parquetto circles. On three 
tiers above them, the balcony and the 
two galleries, the visitors will be. seat­ 
ed. The stage will hold 8 0 0 , and will 
be reserved for the more noted guests. 
Desks for tho press will be imme­ 
diately in front of the stage. Each of 
the delegates will probably limo three 
tickets for distribution. These will bo 
not season tickets as heretofore, but 
daily tickets, and therefore inore cap 
ahlo of serving a larger number of 
visitors. 


A SPEEC H BY CLAHKSOK. 
Clarkson, Chairman of the Sub­ 
Committee, said to-night: “ Every­ 
thing gives cheering indications of an 
Increasing determination among the 
Republicans to look beyona the con­ 
vention to the election, and to unite 
on tbo man, whoever l\p is, who can 
moat certainly be elected. There is 
less factional feeling than for many 
years. Frankly, without regard to 
the interests of auy candidate, I 
would say that tiie party now appears 
to be divided into two sorts of opin­ 
ion. One class believes that there 
are enough Republicans in the coun­ 
try still for the party and its principles 
to elect a President, aud who believe 
that a non-factional candidate would 
bring back all the Republicans who 
have been out of the line, except 
those who are permanently gone on 
account of the tariff, aud who would 
njot return unless the party should 
i .actically declare against protection. 


PROBABLE 
CANDIDATES. 
The present drift of this class among 
Civilians is toward Allison, who wifi 
have hiB own State enthusiastically 
for him, if ho wants it and who has 
great strength all over the West and 
among the business interests of the 
East and is without enmity in his 
party and has a tariff record like that 
of Garfield. 
Among soldiers there is 
an effort to direct tho popular tide 
tiward Sheridan. This is on the sur­ 
face just now; but the undertow is 
etronglv 
towards

ing New York, New 
Jersey and 
Connecticut. Those people are all for 
Blaine and mo>e enthusiastically than 
ever. Bo are the. Republicans who 
favor the emphatic and distinctively 
American policy in all things. Blaine 
has lost no friends in the West hut 
rather gained some. In the East he 
has gained in Massachusetts, New 
Jersey and Connecticut, aud held his

All of these elements think that 
Blaine is to be nominated and ho

THE HEADING STRIKES.

W a s h in g t o n , February 1 1 .— The 
special committee of tho House to in­ 
vestigate the Reading strikes got to 
work this morning. John L. Leo, of 
Philadelphia, a sympathizer with the 
Reading strikers, was the first wit­ 
ness. Lee said that he did not con­ 
sider that there was any strike on the 
Reading road. It was a lockout. Five 
crews, he said, refused to move cars 
at Richmond, and General Superin­ 
tendent Sweigart discharged them 
without giving them a heariug. There 
was an agreement that no maa should 
bo discharged except after a fair 
hearing. 
When the superintendent refused 
to reinstate the men pending a hear­ 
ing, a general going out followed. 
Subsequently a meeting was held in 
Pottsville, and it was resolved to 
effect a settlement. 
Witness and 
others went to Philadelphia aud called 
on Superintendent Sweigart and made 
arrangements to declaro the strike off. 
Thore was no written agreement. 
Sweigait was asked to put the agrer- 
meut into writing, hut he refused, aud 
wanted to know if they questioned 
liis veracity. 
Next Jay Sweigart 
failed to live up to his agreement and 
discharged representativo men all 
along the line. The men went out as 
there was nothing else to do. 
Referring to tho trouble at Eliza- 
bethport, N. J., witneis says that it 
was due to tho refusal of t lie men to 
load a boat with coal for Coxe, in 
whose mines there was a strike, and 
the men believed the Reading Com­ 
pany was trying to aid Coxe in his 
fight against tho strikers.

coI d , Hannibal, John C. Freeman, 
ex-Presideut Hayes and many others 
were read. 
The toast “Abraham Lincoln, the 
faino of such a character brightening 
with the progress of hum anly can be 
measured only by the limits of the 
world’s gratitude and the bounds of 
time,” was responded to by Senator 
Evarts, who said: 


KYABTB* REMARKS. 
“1 am proud to be numbered with 
the members of this club and fake part 
in this tribute to Abraham Lincoln. 
Whore can wo find fame like his? 
His fame is like that of Washington, 
aud his career reflects upon Illinois 
a glory like that which Washington 
gave to Virginia.” Evarts briefly out­ 
lined tho career of Lincoln, comparing 
his fame with that of King David. 
After a great series of debates with 
Stephen A. Douglas, lie was tie lead­ 
er, not of his party, but of a nation 
that had risen to shako off the en­ 
cumbrances that bound its limbs. 
Said 
Everts: 
•“ Though 
without 
army or navy, the nation was able, 
as it - would 
be 
again, to array 
on sea and on land an armament able 
to cope with the armies of tho world. 
And Lincoln lived to see peace over 
a subjugated, 
not 
compromised 
rebellion. 
[Applause.] 
There was 
nothing left in the stage of human 
greatness but that this chosen leader 
should be a martyr, [Applause] and 
that he sliouM have been stricken 
dow’n on Good Friday as a martyr of 
liberty adds to his glory. 


A SPEECH BY SHERMAN. 
General Sherman responded to the 
toast “ Free ballot and fair count.” 
In the course of his remarks he 
said: “ Had there been a free ballot 
and fair count in 1884, James G. 
Blaine 
would 
have been elected 
(tremendous 
applause). 
It 
is 
in 
the 
power 
of tho 
National 
House of Representatives to pass 
upou the qualifications of its mem­ 
bers, and in this manner I believe 
that ttie Republicans have been dere­ 
lict. 
Several Southern Statos to-day 
would be Republican if there was a 
fair count, and if that party does not 
do its duty iu this matter the Demo­ 
cratic party will break down the in­ 
terests of the country. We have 
been punished by one term of the 
Democratic party, and I think that we 
will not be punished by a second 
term like it. 
« 
Tho toast was also responded to by 
Senator Mandersos (Nebraska), Con­ 
gressman Kinley (Ohio) and Senator 
Allison (Iowa). 
The latter spoke 
briefly on the surplus, and concluded 
by pronouncing that tho Democratic 
party was responsible for the present 
situation. As Senator Sherman had 
ited sotto voce the Democrals 
did not know how to manage the 
surplus because they never had one 
before.

WHOLESALE SMUGGLING. 


Sensational Statement* by San 
Francisco Paper*. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , February 11.—Two 
morning papers publish a statement 
to the effect that the bark Halcyon 
was fitted out by parties in this city 
last spring, ostensibly for a sealing 
expedition in Arctic 
waters, and 
cleared from this port for that express 
purpose; but in reality the vessel was 
intended for use in smuggling opium, 
and has since then been engaged in 
that occupation on an extensive scale. 
It is claimed that the Halcyon ob­ 
tained large quantities of opium, pre­ 
sumably from ports in British Colum­ 
bia, and brought it down to Drake’s 
Bay, near Point Reyes, where it was 
loaded on smaller vessels aud brought 
to San Francisco under cover of night 
and there unloaded at an ob«eure 
point and removed to a convenient 
hiding-pl&ce. 
It is claimed that the Halcyon made 
several trips of this kind during the 
sealing season, and that several hun­ 
dred thousand 
dollars’ worth of 
opinm was thus smuggled into this 
port. 
The Examiner, in its account of the 
affair, states that evidence is now 
before 
Attorney - General 
Garland 


which implicates several prominent 
local politician and one federal officer 
in being connected with an organized 
effort to defraud the government. 
The Chronicle does not s|>ecify any 
particular persons. 
Among the names mentioned by 
the Examiner is that of John T. Fo­ 
garty, deputy surveyor of this port, 
who, it intimates, was aware of the 
alleged smuggling operations. Fogarty 
this afternoon sent a communication 
to Surveyor Tinnin, demanding au 
investigation. Collector Hager and 
the surveyor informed him that the 
accusation had already been looked 
into and found to be gioundless.

Headquarter*. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 11.—Sena­ 
tor Davis, of Minnesota, states to-day 
that he changed his place on the 
National 
Republican 
Committee

the Chicago Convention in 1884, it 
seems improper for a Senator or Rep 
resentative to hold that position.” 
The Senate Special Pacific Railroad 
Committee had a preliminary meet­ 
ing this morning, and voted to enter 
first upon tho investigation of Union 
Pacific matters. It decided to begin 
its hearings on February 25th. 
Judge Alexander McCue, of Brook­ 
lyn, who at present holds the oflie* 
Solicitor of the Treasury, has been 
offered and has accepted the position 
of Assistant Treasurer at New York, 
vice Cauda, resigned. 
A Democratic member of the House 
Committee on Ways and Means stated 
this morning that it was improbable 
that tho tariff bill could be laid before 
tho full committee in time for action 
and report to tho House before the 
1st of March.

Close of the Six Days’ Pe­ 
destrian Contest. 


ALBERT WINS BY 40 MILES. 


His Perform ance Beats All Pre­ 
vious Kecords by Ten Miles— 
Official Score.

New Y obc, February 11.—Fully 
2000 people were in Madison Square 
Garden early this morning. Albert 
came on the track at 4 :13. After over 
four hours rest be looked fresh and is 
only seven miles behind the record. 
He had 17 hours and 47 minutes to 
make the 65 miles necessary to tie the 
record. Fitzgerald's 610-mile record 
was made in 142 hours, so the race as 
to record will end at 10 o’clock to­ 
night. Albert is by far in the best 
condition of any of the walkers. At 
10 o’clock a . m. the score was: Albert, 
568; Herty, 540; Gueri ero, 534; Hart, 
511. 


a t 1 o ’c l o c k 
Albert was 660 yards ahead of the 
record made by Fitzgerald, May 3, 
1884, and was traveling about five 
miles an hour. He looks fresh and 
in good shape. 
At 3 p . m . the score was: Albert 191. 
Hertg 563, Guerrero 548. 
Albert made his 610th mile at a 7 
mile gait, and 


TOED TUE RECORD 
At 7 :23, in hour and 40 minutes 
ahead of Fitzgerald’s time. He ran 
the 610th mile like a ileer, stepping 
high and without apparent effort, mak­ 
ing the last mile made m 11 minu.es 
58% secunda. 
A surging crowd fol­ 
lowed him along the rails, chteriug 
him on. On the 611th mile Hart and 
Guerrero chased tho new champion 
at top speed, but he kopt well ahead 
of them. At 6 o’clock Dillon gave up 
the race with 501 miles aud six laps 
to his credit. At 8 :30 Stockel made 
his 
525th 
mile, 
entitling 
him 
to a share of the gate receipts. At 
8:50 Noremac established his claim to 
part of the gate receipts by covering 
525 miles. Guetrero left the track at 
8 :53 with a score of 5d4 miles. Hart 
stopped for good at 9:10 p . m ., with 
546% miles to his credit. Golden 
retired at 9:30 with a score of 538% 
miles. 


END ON TH E RACE. 
At 10 o’clock the conclusion of the 
six days walking match, the score 
stood: Albert, 621% (10 miles ahead 
of the record); Herty, 582; Guerrero, 
664; Hart, 546; Golden, 538; Moore, 
531; Strokel.

The offi­ 
cial report show’s that Albert covered

CARBONATE OF SODA. 


Excellent Deposit* Discovered at 
Owen’s Lake. 


S a n F r a n c is c o , February 11;—The 
Secretary of the Mining Bureau has 
received a specimen of carbonate of 
soda from L. E. Wrinkle, Superin­ 
tendent of the Inyo Development 
Company, which has lately opened up 
works for the removal of soda from 
Owen’s lake. 
The excavations are 
dug close to the lake, and the water is 
allowed to run in aud evaporate, 
leaving large crusts of soda, which are 
then gathered and purified.

SEWER COMMITTEE. 


Recommendation* Decided Upon 
l u Y e v t e r d a y ’ M M e e t in g ;. 
The Sewer Committee has prepared 
the recommendations to be presented 
to the Council Monday, as follows: 
“ Your Sewer Committee begs leave 
to report thut it has carefully exam­ 
ined the Main street sewer and its 
terminus near Arcadia street, and 
finds that no connection can be made 
between both of these sewers, their 
grades being different. 
We therefore 
make the following recommendations: 
That the Main street sewer system 
from Sonora street be extended a 
distance of about 100 feet by an 18- 
inch stone pipe, and the Superintend­ 
ent of Streets is instructed to continue 
said pipe line to Bellevue street, and 
cause one new man-hole to be erected 
in front of the gateway of the city park. 
This change is recommended so as 
not to destroy the connections already 
made, nor the brick sewer, and the 
results will be the same. The Super­ 
intendent is also instructed to have a 
“ T” set on Marchessauh street. 
In the matter of bids between 
Ninth and Washington stroets Mr. 
Burlingame’s bid is the lowest, and 
recommended that no woik be done 
for the present until some outlet 
sewer is provided.

T h e W o o l T a r iff. 
Republican 
politicians 
and the 
press of that party are very emphatic 
in their statem ents th at any reform 
of the tariff will injure American labor 
and American industry. 
It will be 
rem em bered that in 
his 
message 
P resident Cleveland laid Bpecial stress 
on raw material being used by Amer­ 
ican m anufacturers as the best field 
for tariff reform. 
Wool was particul­ 
arly selected as one class of this raw 
m aterial. 
To any political economist 
th e reasons for these recommendations 
w ere patent, free raw material is to our 
industries as great a stim ulus as a pro­ 
tective tariff on manufactures. In some 
cases it is much more advantageous 
th an either protection or bounties. 
The recent history of the leather in­ 
dustry in the United States is a case 
in point. This branch of manufac­ 
turing languished under protection be­ 
cause th e tariff embraced all sorts o f' 
hideB. 
By the last revision of the 
tar'ff hides were adm itted duty free 
aud at u.n-i! the leather industry grew 
into vigui u us development. 
Some 
m onths ago a leading manufacturer of 
wool in San Francisco was interviewed 
b y a re p o ite r in that city. 
He gave 
facts and figures to show that free 
wool would benefit not only the man­ 
ufacturer, 
but . th at 
by 
stim ­ 
ulating the 
woolen manufacturing 
industry, it would also benefit the 
wool- growers. 
The High Protection­ 
ists were loud in their denunciation of 
these views, and claimed they were 
the o xpreesions of a designing person 
arguing for his own advantage and 
BUfjl 6§djng the wool-growers in order 


to gain selfish ends. 
The San Francisco Examiner has 
found a wool-grower who is willing to 
talk on the tariff from his own stand­ 
point. He is the Hon. Charles Miller, 
of Sacram ento. 
His tim e for thirty 
years has been devoted to sheep rais­ 
ing n ear th at city. H e has 3000 acres 
of land, on which he now has 4000 
sheep. 
He used to have 8000 sheep 
on the ranch. 
Away back in 1859, 
w hen wool paid no duty, he got 16 
cents for his wool. The product of 
his flocks is now protected to the 
extent of 10 cents a pound. But he 
has to sell his clip at from 8 to 12 cents. 
He th in k s that one year with another 
th e price does not average 10 cents, 
th e am ount of the duty. The strange 
p art of the story is th at his views 
exactly coincide wilh those of the 
Ban Francisco manufacturer. 
H e 
says it all comes of protection. The 
wools of California are very different 
from those of Australia. The m anu­ 
facturer requires both sorts in his 
business. 
H e has to pay 29 to 30 
cents 
for A ustralian 
wool. 
His 
English competitors buy theirs for 10 
cents a pound less than he does. The 
English manufacturer therefore has 
an advantage over him equal to one- 
third of the price of his raw material. 
The C alifornia manufacturer is not 
able 
to 
compete 
against 
such 
odds. The woolen industry languishes, 
there is no dem and for California wool, 
the price drops off fifty per cent., and 
the California wool-grower reduces 
his protected flock from 8000 head to 
4Q0Q, and meditates going out of the 
business entirely. 
M r. Miller goes on to pay that if the 
tariff were taken off Australian wools, 
California m anufacturers would be 
able to do a paying business, and 
Could afford to pay him a good price for 
his product. 
It is evident that Mr. 
Miller's views coincide to a nicety 
with those of the President.

O cr esteemed contemporary, the 
Tribune, in its issue of yesterday, de­ 
votes a large portion of its editorial 
space to a plea for the establishment 
of th e Poetoffice on Fort street, south 
of Sixth.

In 1870 France was busily en­ 
gaged in warlike preparations, the 
Em peror wa3 most em phatic in his

of all protestations, and of the preva­ 
lence of that ominous calm which 
marked the outgivings of all Europe, 
the war cloud swept down from Ger­ 
many in a day, and all along the 
Rhine was a blaze of artillery and 
the rattle of musketry. This may 
be seen again.

The Site 
Selected anil 
Work Commenced. 


PROSPECTING 
FOR 
WATER. 


What is Proposed to Be Done in 
Beautifying: the Grounds. 
Other Plans. 


Captain Win. Blanding, one of the 
m anagers of the National Soldiers' 
Home, who has in company with 
General Negley and Colonel Brown 
been at Santa Moniea for some time 
past, came to the city on Friday last 
and was seen last evening at his 
rooms in the Baker Block by a repre­ 
sentative of the H e ra ld. 
In reply to 
questions asked by the reporter Cap­ 
tain Blanding said that the managers 
had selected th e site for the estab­ 
lishm ent 
of the Branch Soldiers’ 
Home on the Santa Moniea Jtancho 
of Messrs. Baker 
Jones and the 
stakes had been set by the surveyor. 
The selection of this .‘500 acre tract 
■of land had been no small m at­ 
ter 
and 
he 
in 
company 
with 
the others and 
Colonel 
.Mendel 1 
had gone over the ground carefully 
w ith a view of selecting the very 
best piece of land passible. 
After 
considerable tim e they had decided 
that a strip of land half mile wide 
and very nearly a m :le long, border­ 
ing on the line between the Baker & 
Jones ranch and the Wolfskill ranch 
had been selected. 
This land is 
almost due east from Santa Monica, 
four miles from t: e beach and about 
fourteen miles from tlie center of Los 
Angeles, and is as favorable a location 
for the disabled soldiers as could be 
found anywhere. 
It faces southeast 
at an angle of 
degrees and is 
about a mile 
from the Southern 
Pacific Railroad track which runs 
from Los Angeles to Santa Moniea. 
Its position is such that it commands 
a view of the town of Santa Monica 
anti 
the 
ocean 
beyond. 
Com­ 
mencing 
at 
the 
point 
furthest 
away 
from the 
riilroad track it 
gradually slopes downward 150 feet in 
a mile and joins the valley below in 
points resembling the fingers of a 
m an’s band, upon which the houses 
of the officers will lie built. These 
fingers, as it were, skirt the valley at 
about an even distance iroin the rail­ 
road track, and at their boM8 well- 
borers are now at work digging for 
water, which is an essential part of 
the whole. There is -at present no 
water on the place, and water must 
be developed before active operations 
commence. One well is now down 515 
feet, and as yet nothing but surface 
water has been struck. It is expected, 
however, th a t when the second gravi 1 
bed is reached a plentiful supply of 
w ater will be found. 
If it is not, 
o ther wells will be dug in the valley 
and in the cañón to the north, in 
which 
the 
dividing 
fence runs. 
If water 
sliould 
not 
be devel­ 
oped here, there are two springs about 
one-half mile nearer Santa Monica, 
from one of which that city obtains its 
w ater supply. There is at present a 
waste of about .15,000gallons f>om this 
spring, and this can be used ijutil 
Santa M onica’s necessities force a 
lurger pipe to be placed in posit'on. 
The other Spring furnishes according 
to tests made by Col. Mendell and 
Captain Blanding about 17,000 gal­ 
lons of wafer a day, and this can be 
used, but these supplies are only 
intended to tie temporary, and the 
w ater obtained from there will have 
to be forced up to the plateau by 
pumps. 
Jxioking tow ard a perm anent 
supply of water Col. Mendell and Cap­ 
tain 
Blanding 
have explored the 
Santa Monica Cafior an 1 have come 
to the conclusion ilia by running a 
pipe from the Mai divdlle Cañón, a 
supply of 200,000 gallons water can be 
obtained every day throughout the 
year. It is proposed in case this pipe 
lino is laid to use a natural depression 
called th e Lagoon, above the tract se­ 
lected, for a reservoir, where, by ’be 
building of a <lam, 100,000.000 gallons 
can be stored in the winter lime for 
sum m er use. The bottom of this res­ 
ervoir will be 150 feet above the hig h ­ 
est portions of the tract, and water 
from it can be'carried even into the 
tops of the highest houses. 
In order 
to obtain the full benefit of the water 
flowing from this canon, a submerged 
dam will jG constructed, and it is ex­ 
pected -oat the flow from this cañón 
will, under these circumstances, be 
sufficient to keep the reservoir full all 
th e time. W hen the perpetual supply 
of water has been obtained, trees will 
be set out on the plateau and the 
grounds beautified, but until w ater 
can be placed there such action will 
be useless. 
Captain Blanding, how­ 
ever, will not wait for this, but will 
shortly have trenches dug in the 
moist soil of the valley, and trees 
planted therein, so th at they can be 
transplanted 
w ithout 
delay. The 
present railroad track runs abcnt a 
m ile from the borders of the tract, 
but there is a proposition on foot to 
build a road to Santa Monica past the 
Wolfskill house and along the south 
border of the tract past the Springs to 
the beach at a point midway between 
Santa Monica and the Santa Monica 
cañeD. 
A part of this road has a!* 
ready 
been 
graded 
aud 
it 
is 
understood th at the balance of the 
work will be pushed ahead. Besides 
this road it is proposed to build a 
boulevard from I .os Angeles to Santa 
Monica, which will pass the SoldierB’ 
Home at a point near the pro|)osed 
railroad track. 
So far as possible at the present 
tim e to formulate plans for the Home, 
it has been decided to have the build­ 
ings for the officers placed ou the fin­ 
gers which are on the side nearest the 
railroad track. Above ou either side 
of the tract the barracks of the sol­ 
diers will be placed, and at the center 
of the side the farthest north the hos­ 
pital will be built. From here the 
sick will obtain the most chanrfing 
view of the valley and will be far 
away 
from 
the 
sounds 
of the 
railroad and 
other 
noises. 
The 
balance of the grounds in the center 
.of the tract will be planted in trees 
and beautified until it will be one of 
th e prettiest spots on the coast and 
will be a most popular place for re­ 
sort. 
At the present tim e, Captain 
Blanding is endeavoring to obtain a 
deed from Messrs. Baker and Jones 
to a 200 ft. frontage on the Beach at 
th e term inus of the proposed railroad. 
A t this point there is a bluff which 
rises about 150 feet from the beach 
and on this 200-ft. frontage, it is pro­ 
posed to erect a veranda enclosed 
in glass, 200 feet front by 50 feet in 
depth. 
Here the soldiers and others 
can sit and watch the ocean and the 
breakers, or the bathers in th e suif 
below, for it is also proposed to erect 
bath-houses, which may be reached 
by a driveway, which will be made of 
easy grade. If this is accomplished 
there will be a feature to this home 


which none of the five others pos­ 
sesses, and which will aid in making 
the Santa Monica Home the most de­ 
sirable in existance. 
Captain Blanding states that the 
▼oik will be pushed' forward without 
delay, and he does not desiro to have 
to postpone anything for a season on 
account of inactivity. As soon as the 
water is assured, the tree* will be 
planted, and the rest will follow in a 
very short time.

■Re Santa Fe Company in 
a Tight Place. 


IMPORTANT 
RAILWAY NEWS. 


The S. P. Co.’s Latest Extension 
Scheme—An Official Appoint­ 
ment—A Sad Death. 


Standing on a sidetrack at the 
Santa Fe depot there is a baggage-car 
which attracts the attention of every 
man, women and child that passes 
anywhere in that neighborhood. The 
car is painted all over with the most 
glowing colors, and is an advertise­ 
ment for the cigarette firm of Kin­ 
ney Bros., at New York City. 
In­ 
side the car is fitted up almost as 
comfortably as a house, for in one end 
is a large cooking stove, in the mid­ 
dle a bedroom, behind that a store­ 
room, and at the rear end a stable 
and carriage house. 
The occupant 
of the car is Mr. Thomas B. Willis, 
the traveling agent of Kinney Bros., 
and he is accompanied by his wife, a 
driver, a horse and wagon and a 
dog. Mr. Willis finished his business 
in ibis city last Friday, and was to 
have left for San Francisco Saturday- 
night, in order to be on hand Monday 
morning in time for business. In San 
Francisco he has a large force of 
drummers and stock of goods await­ 
ing his arrival. Saturday afternoon 
Mrs. Willis took in a full supply of 
edibles, and prepared for her journey, 
being all ready to go, when Mr. Wil­ 
lis returned from a trip up-town and 
stated they could not get aw ay that 
night. And now comes a most amus 
eng, though very provoking predica­ 
ment. According to Mr. Willis, the 
story is as follows: Before starting on 
the journey across the continent from 
Chicago he went to see Mr. C. H. 
Wood, the General Agent of the 
Santa 
Fe 
Company, 
to make 
a con'ract for 
being 
hauled 
to 
San Francisco. 
Mr. Wood, so Mr. 
Willis states, made a contract with 
him to haul his car and contents on a 
ffrst-claas jmssenger train from Chi­ 
cago to San Francisco via the South­ 
ern Pacific Company from Mojave. 
While en route Mr. Willis made up 
hia mind to pay Los Angeles a visit, 
■and accordingly had his contract 
amended by General Traffic Manager 
White, of the Santa Fe, so that he 
could come to this city-. Having fin­ 
ished his business here, he notified 
the Santa Fe officials that he desired 
to go on to San Francisco. When he 
did so he was informed that for some 
reason the Southern Pacific Co. would 
not take his car. Mr. H. B. Wil- 
kens was in the city and did all in 
his power to ascertain why the South­ 
ern Pacific would not haul his car, but 
could get no satisfactory reply. The 
Souihern Pacific ‘wouldn’t,’ and that 
■was aU he could learn. All the other 
Banta Fe officials are in the same fix. 
The Santa Fe then, so one of its offi­ 
cials says, offered the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company anything they would 
charge to haul the car, but still they 
refused. The Santa Fe people then 
went to Wells. Fargo & Co., and off­ 
ered to prepay the expressage on the 
car and its contents to San Francisco, 
/but 
again 
they 
met 
with 
no 
success, for the Southern Pacific would 
not haul it. 
Here was a dilema. 
Mr. Willis wanted to get into San 
Francisco, and couldn’t. The Santa 
Fé wanted to keep their agreement, 
and couldn’t. What was to be done ? 
Literally nothing has, as yet, been 
accomplished, and from present indi­ 
cations the car will stand where it 
is until it falls to pieces, before it will 
be taken to San Francisco by the 
Southern Pacific. Mr. Willis threat­ 
ened to briDg suit for damages against 
the Santa Fé, though he says they 
have treated him most courteously 
throughout. 
The H brald’b representative ascer­ 
tained the foregoing, and determined 
to learn why the Southern Pacific 
persisted in the refusal. 
The city officials would give no in­ 
formation about the matter at all, so 
a visit was made to the special car of 
Mr. J. C. Stubbs, the General Traffic 
Manager of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, who is now in the city. In re­ 
ply to. the question as to why they 
would not haul the car, Mr. Stubbs 
said 
“ Well, there are two reasons. We 
could not take the car because of a 
contract with Wells, Fargo & Co., who 
have the right to haul such goods on 
our 1ÍD66 exclusively. Secondly, we 
do not 
propose 
to 
go 
against 
the 
interest 
of 
this 
com­ 
munity. Kinney Bros, never wanted 
to have the privilege of stopping his 
car at any place along tlio road and 
peddling his goods, at prices beneath 
the jobbers in this country. 
We 
could not afford to antagonize the 
residents of towns along our line by 
aiding any such scheme, they would 
tear our tracks up if we did.” 
Bo Mr. Willis will not be able to get 
to San Francisco in his special car?” 
“No sir; that is the way the matter 
stands now. 
We won’t take his car 
a t all 
These were the only reasons that 
could 
be 
obtained 
anywhere 
How 
it 
will 
end 
no 
one 
can tell. 
Mr. 
Stubbs said there 
-was no law which could compel his 
company to haul the car, that if Mr. 
Wflus wanted to get his stuff there he 
wonld have to ship it either by m - 
press or freight. The car is a'bag­ 
gage car and is fitted oat for passenger 
train service, and there is no reason 
for refusal on that ground, so the 
Santa Fe officials state. They also 
say that no contract was ever made 
by Mr. Wood, though a verbal agree- 
vnent to the same effect was, and 
-they propose to stand by Mr. Willis 
to the very end. 
In the meantime, 
Mr. Willis, so he savs. is losing 
tuoney by the delay, and he states he 
will of coarse have to be paid ihe 
loss. He has secured attorneys aDd 
will fight the matter out in the courts. 
Yesterday morning the Santa Fe of­ 
ficials asked 
him if 
he 
would 
take 
$5000 
and 
release 
them 
from 
their 
agreement. 
This he 
reiused on the grounds that it wuul I 
not pay him for the actual loss sus­ 
tained by his company 
He says, 
however, that he does not anticipate 
a suit with the Santa Fe Company, as 
that oompany is fully aware of its 
situation. He has telegraphed Kin­ 
ney Bros, and asked them to state 
the amount they are damaged. 
Yesterday afternoon Mr. Willis vis­ 
ited the Southern Pacific Company, 
«nd as an individual offered Ins car 
«nd ooateats for shipment by freight 
train serviee to San Francisco, and 
also offered to pay the freight in ad­ 
vance. The Southern Pacific Com- 
k refused flatly, and finally 


of Messrs. Houton, Campbell and 
Silent, and will at once institute a 
suit for damages against the Southern 
Pruific Company. The final result is 
Mr. Willis will ship his car and con 
tents back to Kansas City and go 
himself to Ban Francisco. 
He may 
ship liis horse and wagon to that 
place. Railroad men pronounce this 
the most remarkable case they ever 
heard of. The order for the refusal of 
the car emanated from Mr. .1. A. Fill­ 
more, the General Superintendent of 
the Southern Pacific Company.

T h e S . P . C o . IV ow S u r v e y i n g f o r 
a M o n t I m p o r t u n e l . l u e . 
Mr. J. J. Griffith, the locating en 
gineer of the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany, is now at Florence with a large 
force of surveyors, which he will use 
to map out a line from that place to 
El Monte. Mr. Griffith pitched liis 
camp at Florence Thursday, but did 
so in a most secret manner, and gave 
orders that no inkling of their inten­ 
tions should be made public 
Never­ 
theless, 
the 
announcement 
was

in

morning, 
that 
the 
camp 
would be pitched 
there, though 
for what purpose could not then t*e 
stated. From sources of information 
the responsibility of which can not be 
doubted, it is now learned that the 
intention is to build a line of railroad 
from Florence, through the Kanchu 
San Antonio, the Rancho La Merced, 
and the Rancho Potre Grande, to con­ 
nect with the main line at El Monte. 
The object in building the line is to 
shorten the distance on througn-East­ 
ern freight to the new depot ou the 
Wolfskill tract,toojien upa most valu­ 
able stretch of country, and to gain un 
easy access to the company’s <iej*ot 
without running all the company’ 
traiuB through the streets of this city., 
and such a road will come up to all 
these expectations. 
The grades from 
Florence to El Monte are very easy, 
the country is rich and the distance is 
short. While not stated as a fact, >t 
is more than probable, that should 
the line be constructed as above 
stated, the proposed “ loop ” through 
East Los Angeles to the new depot 
will be abandoned. Tliis is ouly a 
supposition however, and may not 
occur. 
Should the line from El 
Monte 
he 
constructed, all trains k 
coming from the East will leave the 
Yuma Division at El Monte, and enter 
this city from Florence upon the Sun 
Pedro Division of the Southern Pacific 
Co., and ran up Alameda street to 
the new depot. 
With this arrange­ 
ment the only trains that would have 
to pass through the city would be the 
ones coming from San Francisco and 
the north.

Mr.Daniel McCool, General Manager 
of the St. Joseph and Grand Island 
Railroad Company, with headquarters 
at St. Joseph, Mo., tendered his resig­ 
nation on the 10th inst., to take effect 
the 1st day of March. 
Mr. McCool 
has been offered the position of Gen­ 
eral Suparinient of the California Cen­ 
tral and the California Southern Rail­ 
roads system, and will accept the situ­ 
ation. This solves a long disputed 
question, and will be a source of 
much congratulation to the directorate 
of the two roads mentioned. It lias 
been known for many months that 
Mr. J. N. Victor, the present General 
Superintendent, was desirous of re­ 
turning to private life, and it was only 
at the earnest solicitation ef the man­ 
agement that he agreed to act in his 
efficient capacity until a suitable man 
could be found to take his place. Find­ 
ing such a man has proven a great 
source of trouble and Mr. McCool can 
feel it as a compliment that ho has 
been chosen. 
Mr. Daniel McCool is a Canadian 
by birth, heing born in that country 
January 9th, 18'>1. He entered the 
the railway se- vice in May, 1868, and 
served u: til January’6l> as a road­ 
man on the Lake Ontario Short Road. 
The next year, from January T>9 to 
’70,he acted as assistant engineer of the 
New York and Oswego Midland rail­ 
way. From March 1, 1870 tj Jan­ 
uary 1, 1873, he was assistant engin­ 
eer of the New York Central ai d 
Hudson River Road. From January, 
1873, to May, 1876, he served the 
same road as resident engineer, and 
from May, 1876. to October. 1880, he 
again served that company in the ca­ 
pacity of assistant superintendent. 
From October, 1880, to November, 
1882, be a« ted as private secretary to 
the general manager of the Michigan 
Central Railway. 
At this time he 
changed to the Detroit, Mackinac and 
Marquette Railroad, and served until 
September 1, 1885, as general sii|>er- 
intendent and also ns chief engineer 
Since September 1st, 1885, he has 
held his present position as general 
manager of the St. Joseph and Gr uul 
Island road.

Judge Cheney Refuses a 
Continuance. 


TESTIMONY OF W I T N E S S . 


A .fury S elected an d C onsiderable 


E vidence T ak en fo r th e 


P rosecu tio n. 


The trial of Frederick Anschlag, 
charge;! with the m urder of Mr. and 
Mrs. Hitchcock, at Garden Grove on 
the 23d of January, was set for 10 
o ’clock yesterday m orning in Judge 
Cheney’s Court and at that hour it 
appeared th a t the people had not for 
gotten the date, for the court-room 
was tilled w ith spectators long be­ 
fore it was time for the prisoner to 
appear. 
There were also on the 
street about as m any more curiously 
inclined people, who could not oh 
tain admission to the court-room and 
who stood about waiting to catch a 
glimpse of the murderer. 
Shortly 
before 10 o’clock, with Deputy Sher­ 
iffs Botello and Sanches, Under Sher­ 
iff Mitchell and Detectives Em il H ar­ 
ris and Theo. C. Metzler as guards. 
Anschlag was led hand cuffed from 
the County Jail through the H erald 
buildin í and into the courtroom. 
As 
he crossed Spring street he was the 
object sought by all eyes and by the 
tim e ho reached the door of the stair­ 
way leading to the courtroom there 
was considerable crushing and push­ 
ing by those anxious to see how he 
looked. 
Arriving in the courtroom 
he was taken to a seat behind the 
rail, where the officers took seats l>e- 
hind him . 
At 10 o’clock tl>e court­ 
room was cleared of all, who were not 
witnesses and term trial jurors, except 
those who could find seats and Judge 
Clieucy calling the case asked if the 
attorneys wore ready to proceed with 
the trial. 


* 
A CONTINU ANCE ASKED. 
Mr. McGregor, counsel for the de­ 
fendant, arose and reading an affida­ 
vit relative to his client’s insanity, 
asked that the case he continued until 
evidence could be taken in Germany 
and returned. 
Ho also asked pcrmis.- 
siou to iile another affidavit, which 
was a sworn statement, that neither 
he n r Mr. Payton were ready to pro­ 
ceed with the trial. 
To these affidavits District Attorney 
Dupuy replied, reading a statement 
tending to show th at Anschlag was 
not insane, and that the grounds 
Hpon which a continuance was asked 
were insufficient. 
The various coun­ 
sel on both si'ies were given ample 
tim e for argum ent, and the statements 
made pro ami con were attentively 
listened to by Judge Cheney, who, 
a few minutes before noon, said that 
he could find nothing in the affidavit 
which appeared to him to warrant 
him in granting the continuance asked 
for. There were no grounds in the 
affidavit which were sufficient to base 
a continuance upon. 
He therefore 
denied the motion. 
Mr. McGregor asked if the ruling 
applied to his second motion, to have 
a commission issued to take testimony 
in Germany. 
Judge Cheney replied th a t this 
motion was also denied. 
Mr. McGregor then took exceptions 
to both rulings and Judge Cheney 
ordered Clerk W ard to im panel a jury. 


T H E JUHY. 
The following jurors 
were 
then 
d raw n : T. II. Elliott, W. A. Sack- 
ett, B. F. Cham berlain, J . F. Burns, 
A. F. Coltron, J. J. M cKenna, A. P. 
Thurm an, E. W. Dolley, John Ma­ 
sked, O. E. J. W hite, Abel Sutton 
and A. J . Mead. 
Clerk W ard swore these gentlemen 
and the Court took a recess until half­ 
past one 
o’clock at 
which time 
th e exam ination of the jurors com­ 
menced. 
W hen the crowd tiled out of the 
court room on to the street it was 
augm ented by numerous other people 
attracted out of curiosity. 
These 
stood around the Sheriff’s office until 
Anschlag was hurried by, pushed in­ 
side when they gathered closer still 
and tried to peer into the windows. 
A few m inutes afterward Anschlag 
was agaiii hurried into the street and 
to the County Jail. The crowd follow­ 
ed to the sidewalk and a few foolish 
persona cried “ hang him ” but beyond 
these individuals who kept the farth- 
erest away from the front there was 
nothing but curiosity expressed. 
A t half past one o’clock the court 
convened, and the selection of the 
jury commenced. Those jurors in the 
box were questioned by the attorneys, 
and Messrs. Sackett, Burns, M askall, 
W hite and Mead were excused. In 
place of tbeee Frank McCoy, J . L. 
M tnsfield, J . J . Chapm an. J. Q. 
H anna and J. D. McDonald were 
called and sworn. These were also 
questioned, and all excused except 
Mr. Chapm an. To fill their places 
Messrs. John Snodgrass, Fred Linde, 
J . W. Drown and J . A. Philbin were 
called and the first two accepted. 
T. D. Anderson and C. M. Bell were 
the next called, and Mr. Bell was ex­ 
cused. John M cllmoil was the last 
drawn and accepted. The jury, which 
had been accepted in exactly an hour 
and ten minutes, then consisted of 
the following: T. H. Elliott, a mer­ 
chant of Santa M onica; B. F. C ham ­ 
berlin, a real estate dealer residing at 
Boyle H eights; A. F . Coltron, a far­ 
m er of Com pton; J. J . M cKenna, a 
mechanic residing on H ew itt s t.; E. 
W. Dolley, a butcher of Norwalk; A. 
L. Thurm an, a farmer of El Monte; 
Abel Sutton, a farm er of Sepulveda; J . 
J . Chapm an, a farmer of Ballona; John 
Snodgrass a teacher at Providence, 
Fred Linde, a jeweler of this city, T. 
D. Anderson, a mechanic of this city, 
and John M cllmoil a capitalist of 
th ii city. 
Upon the acceptance of 
these jurym en, the balance of the 
jurym en present were excused, and 
upon motion by the defense the wit­ 
nesses in th e case were excluded 
from the court room. 
Clerk Ward 
then read the information to the jury, 
and Mr. Payton gave notice that he 
should snbpcena some of the best 
physicians in the State for the de­ 
fense. 
The hearing of witnesses was 
then commenced, and 


OTIS WITH AM 
was called, and testified as follows: 
H e resided at Garden Grove and was 
a blacksmith and farmer. 
He knew 
C harles Hitchcock and had last seen 
him alive on the Sunday before he 
was killed, at church. 
After he was 
dead witness saw him in the grave. 
H e was also acquainted w ith Mrs. 
H itchcock, and he first knew they 
were missing on Wednesday morning, 
the 26th or 27th. When he heard they 
w ere missing, he searched for them 
and saw them in the grave. The 
grave was located one-fourth mile 
nouthw tst of Dr. H ead’s house, or 
four miles northw est from Santa Ana, 
two m iles from G arden Grove. I t 


was about one-eighth of a mile from 
the public road to Santa Ana from 
Garden Grove. I t was al>out 4:30 
r. m. Thursday when lie had seen the 
grave 
The search was commenced 
about 1 o'clock that afternoon and had 
gone through the willows and along 
the river. 
He then saw three men 
around the grave and he had gone 
there and the men had the dirt 
thrown out down to the bodies. The 
first on the bodies was straw and dirt. 
W itness removed these from Mrs 
Hitchcock and then Mr. Hitchcock. 
Then Dr. Head < ame and both took 
the bodies out. The skull of Mr. 
Hitchcock was broken in and the 
throat was cut. 
Witness saw nothing 
else in the grave. 
He had examined 
Mrs. Hitchcock’s body and found her 
skull crushed, and had helped put the 
bodies in an express wagon. Witness 
had takeruthe size of the horses’ feet 
and of the wagon tire aud had given 
these models to the other parties who 
had gone to the grave. 
He had also 
seen blood on the crossbar of the 
wagon. 
This crossbar was taken off 
before they had gone to the grave on 
the 2fith. 
(Shown 
the 
crossbar, 
which he identified and pointed out 
the blood stains.) 
There were 25 or 
30 of the neighbors around at that 
time. 
He had also taken the dis­ 
tance between the wheels. 
H e and 
his 
companions 
had gone 
along 
the road 
and 
m easured 
every 
track 
leading 
from 
the 
road. 
Mr. 
Bowlsby 
had 
found 
such 
tracks 
which 
the 
pasteboard 
patterns had filled (identified as pat­ 
terns). 
He had not taken any meas­ 
urem ents of the tracks about the 
the grave although others had. 
Mrs 
Hitchcock had on clothes such as she 
would wear in the afternoon and eve­ 
ning. 
Cress examination—The grave was 
about an eighth of a mile from ilie 
road. 
There i/ere a few clusters of 
bullrushes near 
the grave. Tliey 
were about 2 feet in height and there 
was nothing to pro vent a wagon from 
being seen 
th *ro from the road. 
Lived about one-half mile from the 
Hitchcocks. The first witness heard 
of the Hitchcocks being missed was 
on Thursday morning. 
Had seen the 
defendant twice, once at the church 
on Sunday, and going along the street 
on another day, after the Hitchcocks 
had been murdered. 


• TOLBERT QUILLAN 
testified th a t he had lived about one- 
quarter mile from Mr. and Mrs. H itch­ 
cock, but was not personally acquaint­ 
ed W ith them , having lived there only 
about two months. 
H eard th a t the 
Hitchcocks were missing, and helped 
in the search on Thursday with Mr. 
King and Mr. Bowlsby. They started 
from the postoflice. 
They looked 
around the house a little and lie had 
seen 
the 
wagon 
in 
th e 
ba-n 
and 
had 
seen 
the m easurem ent 
taken by the others. 
Ho had started 
to search and a li'tle before sundown 
they had been driving overa field and 
saw a bunch of straw. Saw a keg and 
took a stave and pried around to see 
if 
the 
ground 
had 
been 
dug 
up 
and 
found 
it 
had. 
Then 
he noticed 
that 
a wagon 
had 
been 
turned there aud measured 
the tracks and those made by the 
horse, and found they compared with 
the measures he had taken. 
They 
sent off then and got a shovel, and 
dug down and found the board in the 
grave. There were also a couple of 
tin cans in the grave, and a pair of 
overalls. The board was on top ot 
the straw, which was over the bodies. 
It w’os four or fiv ! foot long and a foot 
wide. 
W hen lie had seen the body 
ho recogn!zed Mr. Hitchcock. 
Mr. 
Hitchcock had a gash across the 
throat, but he did not notice Mrs. 
Hitchcock. 
After the bodies had 
been found he saw the blood on the 
wagon, on the crossbar, and on the 
boards at the end. 
Witness did not 
notice w hether Mrs. Hitchcock had a 
hat on. 
Mr. Hitchcock’s h at had 
been found in the grave. 
(Identified 
the board found in the grave; also, 
identified the overalls found in the 
grave.) The cans had something in 
them , but witness did not know what 
it was. 
H e h ad -seen blood on the 
straw and on a little stick near the 
grave. The bodies were buried down 
about three feet. 
Cross-examined: 
First heard of 
the disappearance the morning they 
commenced the search, which was 
between 12:30 and 1 o’clock. The 
discovery 
was made about 
4:30 
o’clock. Mr. Bowlsby and Mr. King 
had accompanied 
witness. 
Never 
saw the clothing taken out of the 
grave before. 
Was buBy at work and 
did not go into town until th a t morn­ 
ing and 
heard of the 
disappear­ 
ance. 
The 
grave 
was 
about 
150 or 125 yards from the road. 
Witness did not know w hether the 
grave could be seen from the road, as 
he was alm ost a stranger to the place 
and had not noticed particularly. 


W \ A. WARD 
testified th a t he lived near Garden 
Grove, about half way between it and 
Santa A na, and knew Mr. Hitchcock, 
saw him after his death when they 
were taking him to Santa Ana. On 
the Sunday after, found some shovels, 
four or five rods from the grave in the 
bullrushes. 
One was a new one and 
the other older, and they were shoved 
under the rushes so as to conceal 
them (identified the shovels). 
Cross-examined. 
Don’t know who 
put the shovels there. 


J . M. M EREDITH 
testified th at he held an inquest on 
the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Hitchcock 
at Santa Ana. 
There were several 
wounds about the heads and throats 
of Mr. and Mrs. Hitchcock. Did not 
notice any other wounds. Those on 
Mr. Hitchcock m ight have been cut 
with an axe, hatchet or knife. 
H is 
skull had also been fractured. 
A t this point the trial was continued 
until Monday morning at 10 o’clock, 
and the prisoner taken to the County 
Jail, ana the sam e harm less crowd 
escorted him as far as the curb in 
front of the Sheriff’s office.

The term Catarrh is applied to a peculiar disorder of the nostrils and adjacent parts 
which prevails to an alarming extent, and is productivo of very acrioiu consequences.* 
The most prominent and characteristic feature is a morbid discharge from the head, 
varying in its nature at different times. 
In some there is an almost constant flow of clear, acrid fluid, but ofteucr an offen­ 
sive, puruiem or mui'c-purulent, greenish j ellow matter is secreted, whb h accumulates 
in the nostrils or drops into the throat, necessitating its frequent removal by blowing 
the nose or expect ration, nnd often by botn processes, bomeiimes patients feel as 
though their whole head was in a state of rottenness, so great is the amount of matter 
discharged and so foetid in its odor. ’1 Ire patient is grcatlv annoyed by tho constant d nip­ 
ping Into the throat of the morbid matter from the head, andas a lecumbcnt position 
naturally favors the flow downward, his rest is frequently disturbed from this cause. 
Many sufferers are obllgctl to lie with the head very much elevated in order to sleep with 
some degree of comfort. 
in others, a tough, viscid ami offensive phlegm collects behind nnd above tho aoft 
palate, in the passage between tho throat and head, adhering to the ports with giuish 
teuacity. Its fedgmcnt embarrasses respiration and creates a sensation of irrltotiou and 
uneasiness in the affected locality, which gives rise toa constant aud almost irresistible 
desire to relieve the discomfort by drawing the mut us into the throat so as to reject it by 
the moutli. This practice, popu arly known aa "hawking," is characteristic of Catarrh, 
and proves ho embaí rinsing t • the «me affected, as it is disagreeable to those around him.

Cases are occasionally met with in which u thick, viscid, slimy secretion costs tho 
membrame of the nasal cavities and then putrefies, giving rise to a stench which is 
really overpowering, and sufficiently fetid to poison the atmosphere of a whole room, 
and there are others in which ail secretions of the membrane are suspended, causing on 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, heat, and fcverishncss in the head and u«>se—a condition 
popularly known as "Dry Catarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to the air cavitieB of the hones of the forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensation of heavyweight or compression over the 
forehead, especially in the region above and between the eyes, and to a feeling of full- 
ucbb, heat, irritation, soreness or pain in the nostrils r.ear the rexit of the nose, as well as 
iu the upper part of the throat, above, and behind the soft palate. Sometimes there la 
pain obstinately fixed in some particular part, hs In the temp.es, on tho top of the head, 
at the back of the neck, or behind the orbits, and, occasionally, pain manifests itself in 
the face of so severe a character that it is frequently mistaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is always tainted and at times Resume* an exceedingly fetid and sicken­ 
ing odor. In some canes It becomes so rcvoltlugly offensive as to render the sufferer an 
object of disgust to himself hb well as to others. 
The nasal membrane is tbickcncd aud «'digested, causing the nose to be stopped op, 
sometimes ou one side, sometimes on the other, and often ou both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stufly s« us ation in the bead, and occasionally to violent and prolonged par­ 
oxysms of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, ludistinct and husky, or of a nasal character, displaying a sort o 
sniffling quality. Oftentimes there is a continuous hoarsehess aud discordance. There 
is also a sense of irritation in tho throat, and frequent attempts to clear the parts of 
phlegm, produciug the sound "hem " nmre or less forcibly, in mime cases patients com 
plain of an uncomfortable feeling of fullness, or a choky semation in the throat, and in 
others of a distressing aud almost constant dryness, for the temporary relief of which 
they have to swallow frequently. Others again Bpcak of a constant bad or uauseous tasto 
iu the mouth aud throat. 
The stomach generally suffers more or loas aud becomes weak and irritable; the appo- 
tite is capricious aud nearly always bad in the morulug. The patient is lauguid, unable 
to perform mental or physical labor with the usual facility. Is nervoun, depressed in 
Bpirita, at times, fearful, tim id, agitated, and inclined to drowsiness aud B le e p ; the mem­ 
ory weakened and permanent impairment seriously threatened. 
- 
. 
The mucous membrane soon becomes morbidly sensitive to unfavorable influences, 
and, iu spite of the utmost care, becomes affected from the slightest causes, so that at last 
a breath «>f wind upon the lining of the nose or throat becomes productive of a cold, and 
gives rise to serious disturbances of the respiratory organs. Tnus the patient issubject 
to frequent n d repeated colds, each attack aggravating the disease by giving it a uew 
impulse, and involving a larger extent of surface than iln predecessor. In this manner 
the difficulty spreads from organ to orean, invading the throat, larynx, trachea and 
bronchial tut.es, until, encroaching further nnd turther, it reaches tho finer rar.ii tica tion s 
of the bronchi, when but a Blight impulse is required to send it to the lungs. Catarrh 
may, and often docs, affect other organs in the Imkív, especially those containing a mu­ 
cous membrane, such as the Stomach, Bowels, Kidneys, die. ’ 
Thus catarrh becomes the starting point of consumption development, the disease 
being eventually transmitted to the lungs, both by nervous connection and continuity of 
surface.

In the publication of the proceed­ 
ings of the National Ilorticultuial 
Convention at Riverside, the H erald 
was prevented from publishing, at 
the time, the papers read by the 
members, which are very interesting, 
and contain much useful information. 
Those which were not published at 
the time, are given this morning, and 
are as iollows: 


f o r e s t r y 
The following interesting paper by 
Mr. Fernon was read: 
“ Your Secretary has called 
for 
short papers; but your worthy Presi- 
bent has prepared such a long title 
and so broad a subject for me that I 
have found it difficult to be brief, aud 
yet even tolerably exhaustive. 
To attempt to compress the subject 
into small space has necessitated that 
I should forego many valuable argu­ 
ments, and lias obliged me to state 
simply, in terse sentences and dog­ 
matic form, the basis of forest legisla­ 
tion. 
Before we discuss particular legisla­ 
tion, wc inuBt agree first that legisla­ 
tion, National or State, is not do- 
signed to adjust merely maters of tc- 
dav, but must often work with an eye 
to the future. Secondly, that legisla­ 
tion is necessary whenever opposing 
private interests aro not strong en­ 
ough to so mutually balauce each 
other as to produce a natural adjust­ 
ment—that is to say, whenever the 
interests of the few lead to detriment, 
material or otherwis •, for the nibny, 
for the community at large in the 
present or the future. 
And we must also ascertain whether 
the timo for State interfere»! e in any 
particular case has arrived—that is, 
whether >he selfish greediness which 
characterises the majority of single 
individuals in their economic relations 
has gone so far as to make defense of 
the communal interests a necessity. 
Forest legislaion naturally has re­ 
ference, either to the forest areas, 
which we find ready for use, a pro­ 
duct of nature, like mines and agri­ 
cultural fertility, or to such forest 
areas aB we may artificially produce. 
As simple sources of natural wealth, 
the forests, it is asserted, can claim 
no more—although certainly as much 
—recognition by legislation than, for 
instance, can the mines. 
Indeed 
forests might well be compared to 
mines, were it not that the forest re­ 
sources are more limited, and there­ 
fore must become exhausted within a 
comparatively short period in the ex­ 
istence of the nation, and that they 
are capahle of reproduction by human 
effort. The forestry interests may 
perhaps be best compared to the fish­ 
ery interests of a country, both being 
gifts of nature liable tobe exhausted 
by the wasteful use of man. 
Considering the material aspect of 
, this source of wealth, at a rough esti­ 
mate, the position ot forest resources 
of this country at present is about as 
follows. The annual consumption of 
wood products must be considerably 
above 20,000,000,000 cubic feet, while 
the area from which this drawn is 
less than 500,000,000 acres; and ow­ 
ing to the lack of attention to the 
matter of reproduction, 
and 
the 
ravages of fire aud cattle everywhere 
prevailing, the annual growth can be 
hardly half our annual production. 
This Last conclusion we reach by com­ 
paring our forest conditions 
with 
those of a country like Germany, 
which, with careful management and 
and favorable conditions for wood 
growth in all parts, produces, on an 
average, not more than fifty cubic 
feet per acre per year. 
The financial aspect of this source 
of wealth m aybe stated thus: The 
present annual market value of forest 
products at primary points of produc­ 
tion exceeds a thousand million dol­ 
lars, viz: in round figures, not less 
than $500,000,000 for saw lumber, 
$100.000,000 for railroad construction, 
$50,000,000 for fence material. Small 
wood-consuming manufacturers de­ 
mand a raw product of $10,000,000, 
fuel consumers $(>00,000.000, and na­ 
val stores over $5,000,000. 
The ex 
ports of wood and wood manufactures 
have lately raugod from $30,000,000 to 
$40,000,000; the imports from $12,­ 
000.000 to $16,000,000. 
It appears that there is no product 
in the country which com pares in 
magnitude of annual value to that of 
the forest. For, if compared with ag­ 
ricultural products, of which one or 
two Beem equal to or exceed the wood 
production, it must not be overlooked, 
that, in making ud the value of forest 
products, no cost of production is 
charged; only cost of harvesting or 
preparing for m arkitthe raw material, 
and, to some extent, Hoil rent. If we 
had to add the cost of producing the 
lumber by artificial forestry, as we 
shall have to in time, the values of 
agriculture and forest products would 
bo more nearly comparab e. 
Com- 
Sared with the values of mineral pro- 
uction, although the presen t year’s 
o u tp u t is enormous, y e t th e ioreBt pro­ 
ducts yield from 
to 3% tim es a s 
g reat a value. 
If we inquire into the condition of 
forest areas and into the methods by 
which the products are obtained, we 
find that there is but a comparatively 
small part remaining w’hich has not 
been cut over; that in the eastern, 
northern aud central portions of the 
country the most valuable timber has 
been removed; that almost nowhere 
is any regard paid to keeping fire out 
of old or new growths; that the 
young natural growth is mostly in­ 
ferior in value, on account of neglect; 
that 
on large 
areas 
no 
repro­ 
duction of any great value takes 
place; that on account of ignor­ 
ance as to the qualities and adapta­ 
tions of various timbers, but still more 
on account of enormous competition, 
speculation and other avoidable or 
nnavoidable causes, u frightful waste 
raw material is going on, bo much 
H-o that it would not be an over-state­ 
ment to say that, under present con­ 
ditions, at’leant twice as many trees 
are cut as would suffice for the same 
wood production. 
Thus we see that merely as an im­ 
portant factor of national wealth, 
which is being immediately consumed, 
the question of lumber and wood sup­ 
ply should attract > he interest and pos­ 
sibly call for the activity of comm uni- 
Uua^nd State, so as to insure a regular, 


forests from fire is needed more than 
anything else. Though most States 
have Borne such legislation, bat few 
háve satisfactory and effective laws, 
and hardly any of the machinery to put 
them into practice. To provide such 
machinery is the most important 
point in all legislation. 
A State law which will encourage 
the holding of forest areas by town­ 
ships in counties, and their adminis­ 
tration under the direction of the 
Forestry Commission or Commission­ 
ers, is highly desirable. 
Next to such direct forest legisla­ 
tion much can be done indirectly, and 
in this, the most important step is to 
dispel ignorance—ignorance as to the 
teciinicul value of different timber, 
and as to the value of forests in gen­ 
eral . 
There still remains to be “onsidered 
in the matter of forestry legislation 
the matter of direct encouragement 
to tree planting. 
This is the last to 
be attempted, and the most difficult 
to devise and execute. 
A release 
from taxation or a bounty to the ex­ 
tent of a few pennies, as some States 
have enacted, is j o encouragement. 
Such must be of a more substantial 
character. 
While little Prussia with a model 
forest adminiustration aud largely 
eat tfactory private forest manage­ 
ment, being not larger than three- 
fourths the area of California, found 
it advantageous last year to distribute 
over 38,000,001) seedlings, (mostly 
conifer*) free of charge, and 25,000 
pounds of seed at nominal prices, the 
Department of Agriculture of these 
United States, is not sufficiently en­ 
dowed to devote than perhaps $500 to 
the same purpose, and for then entire 
forestry interests of the nation it 
spends about one-fifth of what little 
Prussia appropriates for the purpose 
of forestry schools and experiment 
stations alone. 
No wonder that in ten vears of for­ 
estry investigations we Lave accom­ 
plished practically nothing. It cannot 
be the pocket that dictates such nig­ 
gardliness; it is the heart or lack of 
intelligence to deal more wisely with 
this great interest.

That portion of Santa Barbara 
county lying between the Santa Inez 
range of mountains and the Santa 
Barbara Channel, w'ith an cast and 
west trend of the shore line, having a 
southern exposure, with protections 
on land from tiie north windB In a 
mountain wall from 3000 to 4000 feet 
in lieiglr, and on the other a chain of 
outlying islands that breaks the force 
of the summer trades, together with 
the close proximity of a body of water 
which maintains a uniform tempera­ 
ture of 62 degrees, renders this dis­ 
trict fitted for the production of cer­ 
tain fruits, some of which are not 
generally supposed to thrive without 
->rotection within the limits of the 
Jnited States. 
The temperature of 
this region Beldom falls below 40 de­ 
grees or rises above 90 degrees, with 
an average rainfall of 17 inches. The 
cherimoyer, white sapote, avocado, 
date, bauana and guava will not thrive 
where there is much frost, while Ja­ 
pan persimmons, pomegranates and 
loquats will bear a greater degree of 
cold, and consequently will find a 
wider range of growth in our country. 
The Chrimoyer (Auona Cherimalia) 
is a native of Peru, and Humboldt, 
on his visit there, denominated it as 
one of the most delicious fruits of the 
earth. It was introduced into this 
region about twenty-five years ago. 
The parent tree, now standiug on the 
grounds of Mr. A. Packard, Esq., has 
attained its full height of sixteen feet, 
aud has produced abundant fruit for 
many years in such perfection that 
the seeds have readily germinated, 
aud trees thus propagated have been 
in successful bearing in several Santa 
Barbara gardens. The leaves are oval 
and, pointed at both ends; flowers 
solitary, very fragrant and having a 
greenish color. Good specimens of 
the fruit are three or four inches in 
diameter, often heart shaped, grassy 
brown or nearly black when fully 
ripe. The flesh, in which thirty or 
forty brown seeds are found, is soft, 
sweet and pleasant to the taste, being 
highly esteemed in its own land both 
by natives and foreigners. Like many 
other 
tro;>ical fruits 
it íb most 
palatable when near decay. By many 
persons in this locality it is pro­ 
nounced excellent, while others speak 
of it with indifference. Apparently it 
has no particular reason for ripening 
in this neighborhood, yet the best 
specimens seem to l>e found at the 
April and May exhibitions of fruit. 
In the grounds, and occupied by one 
of the Mission gardens is a tree about 
two feet in diameter, with sturdy, up­ 
right branches forming a beautiful 
head of dark green leaves 
This is 
the white sapote (Casimiroa Fdulis) 
and planted about ninety years ago 
by one of the Mission fathers; as 
near as can ho ascertained, there is 
another tree of the same species 
growing in a garden in the lower 
part of the city of Santa Barbara, that 
came from seed received frsm Mexico 
and planted about 45 years ago. It is 
growing both wild and cultivated in 
the States of Sinola and Durango, and 
elsewhere in Mexico and is known 
there as the Lapote bianco. It be­ 
longs to the Rutaeeae and is more 
nearly allied to the orange than any 
other American plant. Its leaves 
are palméate, three to four parts with 
glistening 
upper surface; 
flowers 
small, greenish yellow, growing in 
clusters with short peduncles on the 
old wood. Here the tree is usually in 
flower during January, often earlier, 
the fruit maturing in March or April. 
It varies fromdialf an inch to an inch 
in díamete , pale j ellow in color and 
is not agreeable to the taste until in 
a soft state. It has a rich sub-acid 
flavor, our native Californians being 
exceedingly fond of the fruit. The 
older tree is about 25 feet high and 
has about tbe same spread of bran­ 
ches, while the younger is nearly us 
large, both forming fine heads of 
dense evergreen foliage, making it 
desirable as an ornumental tree for 
street or other planting, and would 
no doubt bear tbe climatic conditions 
ef many other localities. 
A tree of the tropical species, Alli­ 
gator l*ear, or Avocado (Laurua persea), 
is flourishing on the grounds of Mrs 
F. Sawyer, of Montecito. 
It wot 
planted by Mr. Silas Bond sixteen 
years ago, and has borne fruit for the 
past three years, which has appeared 
at our horticultural exhibitions. 
This 
tree is almost twenty feet in height, 
and appears in a thriving condition; 
the bark is smooth, leaves oblong, 
with prominent veins; flowere, yel­ 
lowish green; fruit, purple in color, 
witn the dimensions of a medium­ 
sized pear, but more oval in shape. 
It contains a kernel, enclosed in a soft 
rind, and yellowish pulp. The latter 
has the delicate, rich flavor of the 
peach, yet to mo t tastes much more 
U the W «t Indies, the 


as lime-juice mixed with sugar. Of 
the three varieties there grown, red, 
purple, and green, the latter seems to 
be the favorite. In its native habitat 
it is eaten with avidity, not «lone by 
man, but by birds and quadrupeds. 
The seeds of the fruit raised here are 
sufficiently perfected as to possess the 
germinating property, and other trees 
are being propogated. 
A small tree 
tbat bos not yet borne fruit is flourish 
iug in the garden of Judge Ord,in the 
city of Santa Barbara. 
The date palm (Plurnix dactylifera) 
has perfected its fruit on the estate of 
the late W. W. Hollister for the past 
three years, fine branches of dates 
from this plantation having been ex­ 
hibited at New Orleans at the late ex­ 
position, at the State fair at Sacra­ 
mento, at Iios Angeles and at the 
local exhibitions of the Santa Bar­ 
bara Horticultural Society. 
These 
palms are now about sixteen years 
qld. They are carefully cultivated 
and irrigated several times dur ngthe 
drier portions of the year. The suck­ 
ers that spring from the base of the 
trunk in the earlier years of the palm 
are annually removed. 
This palm 
being dioecious, it is necessary to 
hang the staminate fl >wers over the 
pestillate blooms in order to ensure 
proper fructification, when the male 
and female trees are not planted in 
close proximity. Palms of this species 
have fruited in a few other localities 
in the State, but the product has not 
been as satisfactory as at the place 
under consideration. 
T h itth e rais­ 
ing of dates for market will ever be a 
profitable industry in this special dis­ 
trict or any other locality in Califor­ 
nia, is a problem for future horti­ 
culturists to solve, hut the results 
already obtained certainly render fur­ 
ther experimentation desirable. 
Among the tropical fruits that find 
here suitable conditions is the guava 
(Paidium pyrifemm), examples 
of 
which are found in numerous Santa 
Barbara gardens. In its wild state in 
the West Indies it is a large shrub, 
but in cultivation it attains the di­ 
mensions of a tree five or six inches 
in diameter of trunk. The wood is ex­ 
ceedingly hard and tough, the leaves 
are about three inches long in pairs 
opposite each other, the flowers white 
with an agreeable 
perfume. The 
fruit is from one to three inches in di­ 
ameter, having a smooth skin and a 
peculiar musky odor that is disagree­ 
able to most persons. The seeds are 
contained in a flesh colored pulp that 
is sweet, aromatic, and very palatable, 
the pleasant taste lingering some 
time after eating it. It is used as 
dessert fruit, aud is preserved with 
sugar, the jelly made from this fruit 
has long been universally esteemed. 
P)xoellent products from home-grown 
fruit have been prepared by Santa 
Barbara housewives. To ensure suc­ 
cess in the preparation of the jelly

The strawberry guava (Paidium 
callleya num) is a variety that is now

Fine specimens are always 
shown at our autumn exhibitions and 
it is occasionally found in our mar­ 
kers. With proper attention it might 
be profitably grown. 
I will briefly refer to the Japan 
persimmon, (Dioaperos Knlci), which 
is raised in this district with the most 
satisfactory development. 
This fruit 
is rapidly and justly growing in pop­ 
ular favor. Natives of the Southern 
States, who have been accustomed to 
our native persimmon, are enthusias­ 
tic when they taste the Japm fruit. 
Its astringent quality entirely disap­ 
ara when the pu’p become* soft. 
t is easily transported when picked 
at the proper stage, and doubtless it 
could be shipped to advantage to 
Eastern markets where its splendid 
color would certainly make a unique 
adornment for the table. 
It is now 
sold in our markets at five cents per 
pound, but often commands a higher 
rate. This fruit can be grown in any 
portion of the United States where 
the temperature does not fall below 
14 degres above zero. 
The Lichi of China, llovenia dulcía 
of Japan, and Carica papaya of Peru 
have been introduced, but the trees 
are not yet old enough to produce 
fruit. It need not be stated that the 
conditions favorable to the growth of 
such fruits as we have under consider­ 
ation are also congenial to the whole 
citrus family as well as the fig aud 
the olive. Add to these the whole 
range of temperate climate fruits. 
Where is the land that can furnish a 
greater variety of such productions 
grown in the open air than California?

good educators and civilizers, but I 
did not suppose until I crossed the 
Central Pacific last summer, that tbe 
railroads are educators of the Indians 
as well as the whites. I was sur­ 
prised to see the Indians along the 
line of the_ road in the vicinity of 
Humboldt river looking strong and 
healthy and decently clad, indeed, 
some of (tie * oung men were dudes 
in their way. 
Draped in modern 
citizens’ 
clothes', high-heeled calf­ 
skin boots, a sombrero and fancy 
Mexican blanket. I had not time to 
inquire into their general intelligence, 
neither did I think to inquire into 
their political proclivities, but judging 
from the way they put on airs, I con­ 
cluded they must be mugwumps. 
I had traveled through this same 
territory many years ago, and coulJ 
not help drawing a comparison be­ 
tween the Indians as they were then 
and as they are now. ’ Although a 
trifle less than forty years had elapsed, 
yet the contrast was very striking 
1 
did not see them in any great num­ 
bers at that time, and we supposed 
that the better part of them kept away 
from the emigrant trail; but those I 
did see were a cadaverous, 
half­ 
starved looking lot, living on large 
black 
crickets, 
kneaded 
into 
powdered green vegetable 
matter 
resembling wheat, just at the time it 
is heading out. Their apparel, con­ 
sisted of a thick, matted head of hair 
and a cloth around, their loins; but 
this was only when they were in full 
dress, as there were some exceptions 
when they seemed to have sent their 
whole wardrobe to the laundry. Al­ 
though I have not had the oppor­ 
tunity for studying tree growth on 
this side of the continent that I have 
bad on the other side, I have yet seen 
some very encouraging signs. I have 
seen changes recently in parts of the 
country I went over in 1849 that are 
well worth noting, and give great 
promise even on what were then 
desert lands, pure and simple. On 
the other hand, I have carefully ob­ 
served, especially in one or two cases, 
that among midions of trees covering 
miles on the side of a deseit, I could 
not find a single tree less than 
50 
to 
75 
years 
old, 
although 
these 
trees 
are 
covered 
with 
seeds, and there are no indications of 
a fire ever having visited them. This 
is proof to my mind that the climate 
is drier, as seeds cannot germinate 
now, when they produced seedlings 
less than a century ago. Auy one 
who has studied these desert lands, 
even on a Hying trip, will see enough 
to convince them that if irrigation 
could be secured there would be very 
little desert land in this State. I 
firmly believe that on any deaert land 
where sage brush and other shrubs 
are growing, even sparsely, forett 
trees will grow, if the land is cleared, 
and well plowed, which is a very 
simple affair, compa»ed either with 
clearing grub land, timber land or 
breaking prairie iu the Eastern States. 
The forest trees must be planted dur­ 
ing the rainy season and cultivated at 
least during the succeeding season. It 
is surprising to see how the land in 
this State endures drouth when com­ 
pared with laud on the other side of 
the continent. I have seen our grav­ 
elly land in Illinois without apparent 
moisture at three feet in depth after a 
drouth of only six w'eeks. I have 
noticed men digging only two feet 
deep for telephone poles in this State, 
and the moisture was perceptible, al* 
there had been no rain for nearly six 
months. This is not a solitary case, 
but is usual, as I have frequently 
noticed in railroad cuts. 
In the 
East a 
hardpan 
lies at a cer­ 
tain 
depth 
below 
tho 
surface, 
through which the 
moisture can 
not be brought up by capillary attrac­ 
tion. In this State the soil is gener­ 
ally loose and porous down to the bed 
rock, however deep that may be, 
consequently, all the decidnous fruits 
may be grown without irrigation, bat 
they must be thoroughly cultivated to 
;et the best results. 
All through the 
lan Gabriel Valley and in other parts 
of the State that I have visitedT, the 
indigenous trees thrive best on the 
north side of the hills, indeed they are 
generally 
destitute of the growth 
ou their southern sides, only shrubs, 
perennial and annual plants anda 
scanty growth at that, vet I have 
seen 
eucalyptus 
growing whern 
planted on the very summi's of some 
of these hills. 
The soil is quite rich 
enough for tree growth even to the 
very summit, I can remember no 
exception except where the rock pro­ 
truded. 
As to irrigation I touched 
that subject very modestly fora while 
as I received quite a rebuff the first 
timo 1 ventured an opinion. A gen­ 
tleman Wr.s irrigating a very fine 
Aranicario; he had the earth scra;>ed 
away from th* colhr of the tree, 
forming a basin about three feet in 
diameter and six inches deep; he was 
flooding this with cold water in the 
heat of the day, and threw the water 
with such force from the hose that tho 
crown of the roots was luin bare. I 
told him th .t I thought he ought 
not to disturb the «urface so near to 
the trunk of the tree, as the feeding 
roots lay at some distance. He told 
me the Mexicans had irrigated for a 
hundred years and guessed they knew 
more ab . at it than a new comer. 
I 
pocketed the affront and asked him 
how lou¿ he had lived in the State ? 
He said, over two years. Then I 
wondered he had not culled me a 
tenderfoot. I have always found the 
old settlers very civil and kind, and 
ready to answer all questions fieely; 
I never saw more obliging people any­ 
where. 
No doubt a great deal has 
been learned from the Mexicans, yet, 
1 think, our people can soon make 
improvements on what they learn 
from them. I had the curiosity to go 
quite a distance from the road, near 
Santa Fé, to see a Mexican plowing 
with a wooden plow. 
He was doing 
it very well, considering the imple­ 
ment he was using, yet I could not 
help thinking that the work could be 
done better by a light steel plow and 
much easier, both for the donkey at 
the beam and the one at the handles. 
The more I observe and study this 
desert question the more 1 become 
convinced that progress will be made 
in this direction, much more rapidly 
than the most sanguine can imagine. 
Scientists may try to prove to you that 
according to’natural laws the thing 
is impossible; less than fifty years ago 
scientists said and wrote that valuable 
trees could not be grown ou the Illi- 
uoise praries until many generations 
of willows and poplars were grown to 
fit the land for more valuable kinds, 
aud at that time it was the general be­ 
lief of prairie farmers that trees and 
the tame grapes would never succeed 
ou prairie lands. Now we kuow and 
have long kuowu that our prairies 
grow every kind of tree ana grape 
that will bear the severity of our cli­ 
mate. You will make much more rap­ 
id advances than we made in the Mis­ 
sissippi valley; our settlers came in 
covered wagons, yours came on ex­ 
press trains. You have improved la­ 
bor-saving machinery, which was not 
then invented, and last, bat not least, 
you have a staple curre hey, and are 
not left to toe me: 


Ding down the rivers into the ocean. 
Artesian wells will be nsed in many 
K 
laces,thousands of acres of forests will 
b planted that will not grow as rapidlv 
if irrigated, but after they are plan‘e’l 
and cultivated, the earth will absorb 
a great quantity of water that formerly 
ran off, the trees will shade the ground, 
which will gain both in moisture ana 
fertility, as they will draw nutriment 
to an immense depth, while our for­ 
ests draw their nutriment from nearer 
the surface. The Eastern farmer and 
horticulturist at the best has only 
seven oreight months in the year, and 
from this must support his family, re­ 
cure fuel and feed for his stock, 
and aside from this, his land is de­ 
creasing in fertility or kept fertile at 
great expense and labor, while yours 
will he for a long time increasing in 
fertility, if kept well cultivated and 
worked deep. It will require more 
experience than any of us has had to 
decide which will be the most suitable 
trees for forest planting. Many of the 
most profitable for Eastern planting 
would not succeed well here; the soft 
foliage of the white pine and the larch 
would unfit them for this climate, 
also the tendency to run their roots 
near the surface of the ground would 
be to their disadvantage. For desert 
1 inting trees must be used that can 
grown cheaply from seeds, so as to 
come within the means of the new 
settlers. 
I would place eucalyptus 
Globulus at the front, as I have seen 
it growing in what would seem almoBt 
impossible places. It would make 
fuel cheaper than any other tree that 
could be grown on like lands. The 
common locust, Robinia paeudacacia, 
I have seen growing well in Western 
Kansas and Nebraska, New Mexico, 
Colorado, Utah, Nevada and at sev­ 
eral places in this State, in every ca?e 
making a good growth without irri­ 
gation ; and in all these cases I have 
ailed to find traces of borers, so fatal 
to this tree in the Eastern States. 
Wonld space permit, I might name 
otter trees I would doem as promis­ 
ing 
well; 
these 
two, 
however, 
would furnish fuel and posts for the 
new settlers andaré grown very cheap­ 
ly for seeds and transplant well. For 
general forest planting, that are two 
valuable trees that stand out in bold 
relief. In their cases there can be 
no mistake, for nature has succeeded 
in growing them almost everywhere 
between the eastern 
base of the 
Rocky Mountains and the 
Pacific 
coast, and man has used them more 
generally than any other trees, over 
the whole western half of the conti­ 
nent. Pinu8 ponderosa and Preaidol- 
8uga Vouglatii or Douglass spruce. 
The former Pinua ponderosa ranges 
all through the mountains, 
from 
British Columbia, down into Mexico, 
through Arizona, New Mexico and 
western Texas, 
growing 
on 
dry 
mountain sides t ¡rough Colroado and 
Montana. It forms over 90 per cent, 
of all the timber in In the Black 
Hills of Dakota, reaches further out 
on the plains than any other tree 
in Colorado, and is the only western 
coast tree that iuns east into Neb­ 
raska. 
Sargent says, “next to the Doug­ 
lass Spruce it is the most generally 
distributed 
and 
valuable 
tree 
of the Pacific forests.’’ The Doug­ 
lass Spruce ranges through British 
Columbia, Oregon, Washington Ter­ 
ritory, all through the Sierra Nevada, 
and the San Bernardino mountains, 
Arizona, New Mexico and high, dry 
ridges in Colorado; through Uintoh 
I 
Wasatch 
mountains 
and 
Wyoming and Montana Territories 
8argent says. “ It is called Yellow or 
I Fir bv lumbermen, is more gen­ 
erally distributed and said to bq the 
most valuable timber tree on the Pa­ 
cific slope.” 
This tree grows on high dry ridges 
in Colorado, Arizona and Montana, 
which proves it to be like ponderosa a 
suitable tree for planting on dry lands 
like Ponderosa it is a rapid grower 
and roaches to the largest size. These 
two trees furnish nearly all the mer­ 
chantable lumber except Redwood, 
from the coast to the eastern base of 
the Rocky Mountains. 
The Sequoia Semperviaua Redwood, 
is a valuable tree but only adapted 
to certain locations. 
It has a very 
circumscribed range, only reaching 
from about the Western line of the 
Jtate to the Southern boundry of 
Monterey county aud in a narrow 
belt. 
Along the coast experiments 
may prove that this valuable tree 
will succeed from its present locality. 
I noticed a fine specimen on Dr. 
Cares grounds in Pasadena, eight 
vears planted and over thirty feet 
high, also specimens on the capital 
grounds at Sacramento much higher 
Pinua insignia although its timber 
is of no great value may be named as 
having a very limited range—only 
found in a sandy spot at a single point 
ou the coast yet we see it growing 
well wherever planted. 
We may 
hope from this fact others of limited 
range and mere value, may have 
their limits extended under proper 
cultivation.

The best results in preparing the 
emulsion were obtained by taMng 
one part of the kerosene to one part 
of lukewarm rosin compound. Thus 
I obtained two gallons of emulsion in 
less than three minutes, that did not 
show any trace of separation before 
the end of twenty-four hours. The 
result would have been not quite so 
good if the resin compound had been 
used hot in emulsifying, and still less 
so if two parts of kerosene had been 
°,ne of re9in compound; but 
still this last will make a very good 
emulsion if prepared properly, which 
is easily done. It has the good qual­ 
ity of spreading instantly over the 
leaves, if sprayed with diluent, as 
well as do soap washes. None of the 
experiments mfde during dry weather 
with this emulsion alone, i. e. without 
the additional arsenic acid, were ap­ 
preciably effective.

In an address which I had the 
honor to deliver at Riverside last 
spring, in continuing the question of 
washes, and more particularly the 
kerosene emulsion, I made the follow- 
iog suggestion: 
Again, if permanency can be given 
to the effect of a wash, so that the 
few insects escaping the first applica­ 
tion, or which would hatch out there­ 
after, would succumb, such addition 
would be invaluable; and though the 
arsenites are, as a rule, effective 
chiefly against mandibulate insects, or 
those which masticate their food (in 
other words, although the action of 
these" poisons is mainly through the 
stomach), yet I happen to know from 
experience that they havo also a di­ 
rect effect by contact. 
Therefore 1 
recommend, with considerable confi­ 
dence, that in this diluted kercsenu 
emulsion there be added a smal I pro­ 
portion of arsenious acid, say from two 
to three ounces to every fifty gallons 
of wash. This arsenious acid may 
be prepared and added in various 
ways. Probably one of the simplest 
would be to take half a pound of ar­ 
senic to half a pound of sal-soda, boil 
this in one-half gallon of water until 
the arsenic is dissolved, and mix this 
with about 100 gallons of the diluted 
emulsion. A quarter of a pound of 
London purple to fifty gallons of the 
diluted emu‘sion, or even a still 
greater amount, 
would, 
perhaps, 
serve tbe same purpose and be less 
likely to injure the tree. 
I am aware of the danger of making- 
recommendations that have not yet 
had thorough trial, but I have already 
made a few limited experiments (and 
intend making more) which would 
seem to justify these, and at all 
events, if care be taken not to use too 
hrge a quantity of the arsenic, no 
harm will result from it, either to the 
tree or to those wjj&fjp the M l .

Mr. Klee recommends this wash in 
the proportion of one and one-half 
pinta compound to one gallon of 
water. 
I have made numerous other ex­ 
periments and always had complete 
success in killing this insect with 
one part compouud to eight parts of 
water. With this proportion also, 
those on roots which were reached, 
were killed. I would recommend the 
aam, viz., one part of the compound 
to six parts of water, on Wooly Aphis. 
On the other hand, the Plum Aphis, 
Cabbage Aphis, etc., are much eas­ 
ier to kill, only one part of compound 
to eight of water was used in experi­ 
ments at Berkeley, (August 10,) on 
Plum Aphis, ana none were living 
on examination, August 17th. At 
this strength the Aphis will die in­ 
stantly and will not be able to move 
a leg if once wet. I have killed them 
successfully even with a wash as low 
as one part of the compound to six­ 
teen parts of water, and would recoin 
mend one part of the compound to 
twelve parts of water; for Plum Aphis, 
▲phis on rore, etc. At this strength 
it may be safely used on any garden 
and even on the most tender hot­ 
house plants, without the slightest 
injury to the plants themselves. It 
should be used somewhat stronger on 
the Cabbage Aphis. One part of the

into two general classes, continental 
and oceanic. The latter are distin­ 
guished by equability, their tempera­ 
ture having no wide annual range. 
In North America they are found 
along the entire Pacific coast, extend­ 
ing inland as far as the great conti­ 
nental divide, except where the Cas­ 
cades and main Sierras intenxwe a 
previous barrier. That of Florida and 
the close borders of the Gulf of Mex­ 
ico belong to the same class. 
Crossing the Atlantic, we find all of 
Western Europe and all snores of the 
Mediterranean in the same order. 
Over all those sections most members 
of the Vinifera family range, except 
where northern severity bars out their 
running vines. 
But the Muscat has 
hugged the dry, warm slopes that face 
the great inland sea, from the time 
when wise Abigail met the anointed 
but fugitive King of Israel, with the 
present of “an hundred clusters” of 
its sweet fruit.

No district of perennial rains seems 
adapted to it, and as in Europe, it will 
not thrive inland and along the cold, 
wet coasts of the Atlantic, so in Amer­ 
ica, it does not succeed in Florida 
and along the Gnlf.

Here, in both of the unlike, it thrives, 
while it rejects the medium. 
Of all its family the Muscat seems 
most sensible to cold, wet and disease. 
Wherever other members of the Vini­ 
fera fail it will also fail, but the con­ 
verse is not true. It prefers to get its 
water from a ditch rather than f’om 
the clouds. Irrigable mesa lands must 
ever form its principal fields, though 
there are some warm lands that have 
water in sub-strata ten feet, more or 
less from the surface that being the 
same by capillary action to the roots, 
sufficient and not excess. 
Sensitive but not sub-tropical, the 
area of our State that is available for 
it, though far less than the field for 
the ceret Is, is far greater than that 
which is adapted to citrus fruit. 


P R O F IT A B L E F R U IT C U L T U R E . 


A n I n t e r e s t i n g 
P a p e r b y U . J . 
H u d i h t l l . 
H . .1. Rudsill, of this city, read the 
following very able paper on the 
Limits of Profitable Citrus Fruit Cul­ 
ture.” 
M r. President, Ladies and Gentle nun 
of the. American Horticultural So­ 
ciety: 
It is with much diffidence that I 
undertake the discussion of the sub- 
ect allotted to me by the officers of 
your society, both ou account of the 
great scope of the matter to be con­ 
sidered. and the limited time at my 
¿taposal, from other duties, to devote 
it.The cultivation of ciiiSS fruits is 
unquestionably one of the mod* at_ 
tractive branches 
of 
horticulture. 
They do n .t fail, with their bright 
evergreen foliage, fragrant blossoms 
and golden fruit to stimulate even the 
octogenarian in horticulture to a re­ 
newal of his interest in this occupa­ 
tion, and a desire to plant and ow n a 
grove. 
Until within a comparatively recent 
period the Latin and Mongolian races 
have possessed a monopoly of citrus 
fruit culture. And now the Anglo 
Saxon has entered the field in both 
continents, and with his accustomed 
system, and energy, is infusing new 
life, and new ideas into this calling 
and true to the instincts of the race, 
makes the pertinent inquiry “ what 
permanent profit is there in it.” 
The family of citius fruits is divid­ 
ed intq uve prominent branches, to- 
wit: the orange, lemon, lime, citron, 
and the shaddock, or paniple moss or 
pamalo, and in the profitableness of 
their cultivation stand in the order 
named. 
Therefore, in treatiog this subject I 
will consider only the orange, as the 
representative of the family, the har­ 
diest of the race, the mo9t generally 
cultivated, and the most profitable. 
Originating, as it is now supposed 
to have done, in the warmer portions 
of Asia, the foothills and table lands 
of the Himalaya mountains, it was 
but little known, and only occasionally 
mentioned in Myth ana story, |uutil 
about the 10 century of the Christian 
Era, when it was first distinctly noted 
by Avicenna, a prominent Arabian 
physician of that period. 
From that time it was gradually in­ 
troduced. 
acclimatized 
along 
the 
shores oi the Mediterranean sea. The 
sweet orange paseing through Persia 
and Syria to the Ionian isles, the 
shores of Italy, Sicily and the South 
of France, and according to Louden 
reaching the south of England about 
the 16th century, where it was culti­ 
vated only for a short time success­ 
fully as a wall fruit. The bitter orange 
passed through Arabia, Egypt, and 
the n rtli of Africa to Spain and Por­ 
tugal. 
Through the Spanish and Portugese 
explorations ana conquests it was 
carried to the Azores and the Maderia 
islands, to the West Indies and to 
Florida, Mexico and South America. 
In situations favorable to its growth 
it is now found in a zone spanning 
the earth, extending from 40 degrees 
south to 46 degrees north latitude, 
and from the level of the sea to an 
elevation of 5000 feet above. 
It is now especially cultivated for 
profit in Syria, Turkey, Egypt, North­ 
ern and Southern Africa, Greece, 
Italy. France, Spain, Portugal, the 
Azores, West Indies, Brazil, Mexico, 
a portion of the Gulf coast of the 
United states, Florida, Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, and, to Borne extent, in Cen­ 
tral and Northern California, the 
Sandwich islands, Japan, Australia, 
and a portion of China and India. If 
we were to judge, therefore, from the 
great area of territory and remarkably 
diverse conditions in which the citrus 
fruits are found, we might readily 
conclude that they could be profitably 
grown at any point adapted to them 
within the latitudes named above. 
This is not the case, however, for 
experience has taught, and is annu­ 
ally teaching us, lhat that climate, 
soils, varieties and markets influence 
and control the profitableness of citrus 
fruit culture, to a greater or less ex­ 
tent than men's geographical limits. 
We will therefore consider these in 
the order named. 
CLIMATE. 
That the Azores has been consid­ 
ered by many authorities as the best 
forcitrns fruit culture. 
Possessing a moderately humid at­ 
mosphere, with a mean temperature 
of 58 degrees in winter, 61 degrees in 
spring, 68 degrees in summer, and 62 
degrees in autumn, and a minimum 
temperatura of only 40 degrees and a 
' 
oi 90 degreee, and free 


alike from the dessicating winds of 
Africa and the cold northers that pre­ 
vail throughout Southern Europe, the 
citrus fruits are produced here readily, 
without irrigation, in great quantities, 
and of the best quality. 
The Isothemal lines that indicate 
the limit of the growth of the citrus 
fruits along the northern shores of 
the 
Mediterranean, 
under which 
name 1 indicate all 
ito arms or 
branches, such as the .Egean and 
Adriatic seas, etc., show a much 
greater diversity of 
location than 
those along the * Pacific coa*t, and a 
greater range of temjrerature than the 
climate of theíAzores. 
At Jappa, on 
the coast of Syria, in lattitude 32 de­ 
gree north, the orange is grown prof­ 
itably near the sea Rhore, and inland 
to an elevation of about 800 feet 
above the sea level, but only extend­ 
ing about four miles distant from it. 
ThiB narrow belt follows the Rhore 
line aronnd the .Egcan and Adriatic 
seas in lattitude 45 degrees to Venice, 
Italy, where, however, the orange is 
not grown successfully for market, 
but what few are grown require ex­ 
tensive winter protection. 
At Lake Garda, the largest of the 
Italian lakes, and in lattitude 4 6 de­ 
grees north, having a peculiar and ex­ 
ceedingly sheltered position, the or­ 
ange and lemon have been profitably 
grown for centuries. 
This, I believe, 
is the extreme northern limit of prof­ 
itable citrus fruit growing in the 
world. 
The eastern sliore of Italy is too 
cold for the citrns fruits, and only in 
favored spots along the western shore 
from Calabria north to Genoa can they 
be successfully grown. 
From Genoa the Hue passes west­ 
erly and southerly along the coast of 
France to Barcelona, Spqjn, in lati- 


, .em absorbs the entire value of 
the shipment, and sometimes requires 
an extra assessment to pay freight 
charges and commissions, etc. As 
with the deciduous fruits, so with the 
citrus fruits there are many localities 
producing the most delicious oranges, 
but entirely too tender for transporta­ 
tion to distant markets. 
In Fayal 
and Freceira they have ceased to be 
e*P®rted, not being able to compete 
with oranges sent from other coun­ 
tries, in the markets of England, the 
only markets really within reach of 
delicate a fruit.

In plants os in animals the selec­ 
tion of the fittest, as Darwin terms it, 
is indispensable to get at the best 
results 
It is a curious fact, however, 
that in many kinds of plants, that the 
higher the types of perfection ti at 
are obtained, the individuals arc less 
fertile. Last season we were fortun 
ate in getting an unusually fine strain 
fringed double and single petunnias,

It is said that in may parts of the 
West Indies and South America, the 
whole orange tribe is found growing 
wild, springing up spontaneously from 
the seeds of the trees originally plant­ 
ed by the Spandiards, varying in size, 
form, and in every graduation, from 
the lime to the shaddock. 
Oranges 
are ofien found there equal in flavor 
to those of the Azores, though of much 
larger size, while others in the same 
grove vary from those to a degree of 
sourness and acrid bitterness suffi­ 
cient to draw blood from the mouth 
accompanied by severe pain. 
There you may see the 
lemou, 
citron, lime, shaddock 
and sour, 
sweet and bitter oMnges growing in­ 
discriminately together in the same 
forest. They are round, flattened, 
rough, smooth, obovate, pear-shapod, 
thick and thin skinned, juicy, dnr, 
some with and others without seeds, 
some bearing seed at the end outside 
of the fruit, while others present a 
Navel-like protruberance at the same 
point with no seeds, and in passing 
through these groves it will be ob­ 
served that fome tree* contain but 
little fruit, while otherewili be loaded 
to excess.

I consider this tendency of the 
citrus fruits to sport, and its adapta­ 
tion to localities as one of the most 
promising aids, in the hands of intel­ 
ligent horticulturists to the gradual 
extension of citrus fruit growing into 
regions now thought to be unfavora­ 
ble to it.

E w to e H e r a ld :—It la ¡nordtt* iuat 
now to discuss with some •cure the 
subject of grapa and tree culture. 
W ith slight additions to efttr rainfall 
th e season of 1888 will be the most 
favorable of any for many years for 
th e propagation of vines and trees. 
That of 1884 was uncommonly good, 
but the excess and latoneES of the 
rains interfered seriously with the 
Work of the plantiug. 
The growth of 
th a t year was something phenomenal, 
scarcely one in rf hnndreu of the cut­ 
tings planted failed to grow, while 
th e increase in sise was double that of 
eom mon years. It may be a loni 
tim e !>efore the horticulturists will 
have a season ec favorable as the pres­ 
en t will probably be. 
Besides, in 
such a 
year 
as 
this 
orchards 
and 
vineyards 
may 
be 
started 
w ithout irrigation and get one good 
year’s growth on the dryeBt mesa 
after which the fruit farm er has it in 
h s power to produce the finest and 
most abundant crops by thorough 
cultivation. 
There is at Pala, in Ban 
Diego county, a five-acre orchard of 
deciduous trees, the property of Wm. 
Veal, planted in a year of abundant 
rainfall, and never irrigated, though 
on the hardest, dryest gravelly up­ 
land, which may safelv challenge 
comparison in quality ana abundance 
of iruit, with any irrigated orchard in 
Southern California. 
But it has al­ 
ways been carefully cultivated, being 
plowed and cross-plowed in winter or 
early spring, and the surface stirred 
with harrow or cultivator to the depth 
of 
two inches 
once m two or 
th r e 
weeks 
during 
the 
whole 
year. Experience proves that shallow 
and frequent stirring of the surface 
breaks the tops of the capillary tubes 
b y which moisture escapes from the 
«round. This being so, th e area for 
fruit and grape onltnre in California 
■may be vastly extended 
Now that the “ boom” has got in its 
w ork, and left manv a fine vineyard 
•and orchard a desolation, reconstruc­ 
tion wdl be in order. On arriving at 
our present knoa ledge we have made 
'many experim ents and many mis­ 
takes; lor exam ples wo have learned 
th at cltius fruits succeed best on 
warm, sandy and gravelly uplands, 
where Musca’ grapes will fail on ac­ 
count of couture, or dropping of the 
young fru it; that the prune attains its 
best results on heavy clay and loam 
soils, which keep it from putting forth 
its 
bloom 
in 
autum n, 
on 
which 
the 
crop 
of 
the 
com­ 
ing year depends; apples, pears, 
walnuts and 
Sultana 
grapes will 
thrive best on our rich, moist lauds, 
th a t the Sultana will ripen its fruits 
so th at it can with certainty be dried 
and early ready for m arket, w hile the 
Muscat will be a m onth laler in get­ 
ting the am ount of sugar requisite for 
raisins, too late for successful drying 
in low and foggy localities. 
In such 
E 
laces the Sultana will by the scale, 
ave its 30 per cent of sugar by the 
1st of September, and be dried and 
ready 
for 
m arket by the 1st of 
October, when Muscats will hardly 
have attained 24 per cent of sugar ana 
it will require at least two m onths to 
dry sweat an d box them . 
Muscats 
make good brandy, and a very large 
,part of every crop in this vicinity goes 
to the distillery at about $8 per ton. 
W hen 
THE INTERNAL REVENUE LAW 
Is repealed Southern, California will 
make brandy on an extensive scale. 
Its markets will be Europe, South 
America and Mexico. 
The am ount 
consumed in Northern Europe is enor­ 
mous. Freight to Liverpool. Havre 
and Bordeaux are less than one-half 
the overland rates to New York. 
For 
good brandy the European dem and is 
practically 
unlim ited. 
True, the 
brandy m aker is entitled to rebate of 
the revenue on shipm ent of his goods 
abroad. -Slill, he is compelled to pay 
for a license to carry on his business, 
and a United States tax on his distil­ 
lery, and red tape and Government 
serveillance are a lion in his path at 
•every step. 
We can make a better 
brandy than the French, as our grapes 
are richer in sugar. Most of their’s is 
made from the 
!Folle blanche,” or 
“ Enrageat,” which in the best seasons 
at Bordeaux gets 
no more than 
about 7 per cent. 
W hen we learn 
to 
use 
good 
grapes 
we 
will 
make good brandy and find a ready 
m arket , whereas brandy made here­ 
tofore of rotten Mission pomace has 
given us an 
unsavory 
reputation 
among consumers of the article. 
It is 
a great m istake to suppose that 
WINE MAKING 
H as received a perm anent check in 
Southern California. True in 1886 the 
Mission vine in danta Ana valley suf­ 
fered from “ sunstroke” and that vine 
m ay be counted out, while nearly 
every other 
kind 
shows not the 
¿lightest sign of the visitation, for dis­ 
ease it cannot be called. 
Mal volee, 
F ranken, Golden Ohaeaelas, Mataro. 
Carignan, Tamiat, fit. M acaire and 
Groe Mancin were m ow healthy and 
vigorous than •during the eeason of 
1887 in vineyards where the Mission 
had universally died. 
California need not depend on the 
U nited btatesfor a m arket, but baviug 
now all the choicest European grapes 
an d every possible variety of soil, cli­ 
m ate and exposure, can rival the 
best vintages of France, Spain and 
Italy. 
It can ship its wines and 
brandies as it ships its wheat to Euro­ 
pean m arkets, and leave the good 
people of the States to solace them ­ 
selves with whisky and beer and 
fight their battle against prohibition. 
The present year will afford a fine 
opportunity to substitute choice vines 
for those th at have proved worthless. 
All the varieties of Southern Europe, 
including those of Bordeaux, have 
been fruited in the State and manv of 
the best in Southern California. The 
w riter has for the last three years 
made 
wine 
from 
Carignan 
and 
M ataro, 
the 
ttaple 
grapes 
of 
the 
M editerranean 
coast 
of 
France and Spain, and it is of good 
quality, high color and perfect in fer­

RAISIN CULTURE 
More care is requisite than we bestow. 
Q uantity, rather then aualitv, seems 
to b e our chief aim . 
Wo have big 
vineyards and expect to make big 
money, and hire m en, boys, and 
Chinam en, at heavy expense, who 
cot every cluster th a t comes in their 
way, w hether ripe, green, sound, or 
rotten. 
These are laid down between 
th e rows to dry, with slight prepara­ 
tion of the ground.

T h e M eaaty •» C a llf a r a la . 
Before we come te California we 
only of its beauties, but after we 
«orne we hear m uch of its ugliness. 
Possibly this is due to a natural dis­ 
appointm ent arising from an antici­ 
pation too great even to be realized; 
although it seem s to me that the 
physical individuality of th e Pacific 
slope is so pronounced, that to be ap­ 
preciated it must be viewed without 
the slightest shade of comparison. 
« I t is difficult to find subjects,” a re­ 
cently arrived artist said to me a 
short time ago, “ there is so little 
leafage, and consequently such an ab­ 
sence of foreground.” 
A day or two 
after I repeated the above rem arks to 
a m an who has spent three years in 
traveling through the State, and who 
had become one of its ardent ad­ 
m irers. 
“ If that artistt” said he in 
reply, “ will go into the m ountains and 
look up some of the cafions that are to 
be found upon all sides, he will not 
be at a loss for subjects. I was born 
in one of the most beautiful sections in 
England, I have spent years in the 
loveliest portions of Canada, and I 
have visited most of the places of 
interest 
in 
the 
United 
States, 
but 
1 assure you that 
nowhere 
have I beheld such perfect pictures of 
nature as I have beheld while in the 
eaddle. 
I have traveled in and out 
and up and down the Sierra M adres. 
It is true, “ he continued,” that Cali­ 
fornia has not the hedges, the foliage 
or the agricultural finishing of Eng­ 
land, which abounds, so-to-speak, in 
blooming bouquets; but it has a vast 
ness an a a dignity that I have seen 
no where else.” I came direct from 
P hiladelphia to I s Angeles, and 
since 1 came, I have not left the city 
except to visit the San Gabriel Mis­ 
sion and Santa Monica. Therefore 
in discussing the beauty of California 
I am compelled t j confine myself to 
a very lim ited ran g e; yet it is this 
very limitation, and the intense feel­ 
ing I have upon the subject, that 
m akes me most hold to the belief that 
the more tducated the eye is the 
m ore appreciative will be the view 
conceived of the beauty of the State 
From my earliest childhood I have 
lived in the loveliest of suburbs and 
have spent much time in the park of 
w hich the Quaker City is so justly 
proud, and which I am positive is the 
m ost extensive and beautiful natural 
pleasure ground in the w orld; while 
I can recall w i'h delight the loveli­ 
ness of the Pennsylvania springtim e, 
clad in its wealtu of green, and its gar­ 
lands of field daisie and buttercups ; 
and th e splendid decoy of auturn 
w herein nature takes upon itself the 
varied hues of the setting sun. Y et, I 
can honestly say, that I never, until I 
came to California, realized how blue 
th e sky was, or how vast in all its at­ 
tributes was nature. Stand in the val­ 
ley and gaze along the horizon where 
th e mountains and the sky meet, and 
you will be impressed with the dignity 
of the creation which looms np above 
you; stand upon the h illtop com­ 
manding a series of kaleidoscopical 
views of the 
valleys, dotted with 
houses and gardens, and stretching as 
ta r away as the eye can reach, and 
you will be impressed with the va t- 
ness of the creation which lies at your 
feet. Even where the hills are the 
brownest, and in places where the 
real estate craze lias not yet planted 
• its standards, there is to me a prevad- 
ing sense of awe. I cannot understand 
it or explain i t ; but I know th at I 
never stand face to face with nature, 
each as it seems to m e to be in Cali- 
forna and no where else, without feel­ 
ing th a t centuries have rolled aside, 
and th at the dram a of creation, de­ 
picted as it is in th e first chapter of 
Genesis, is just now being enacted: 
“ In the beginning God created the 
heaven an a the earth ” 
“ In the beginning,” in the solitary 
places, I feel th at now is the begin­ 
ning, and th at tim e and space and sin 
and death are yet to he evolved out 
of th e darkness th at we read was 
upon the face of the deep. People 
either see or they do not see the 
beauty of California, and it is just as 
useless for one, who does see it to at­ 
tem pt to point it out to one, who does 
not see it, as it is useless to attem pt 
to make black eyes blue, or crimson 
•yellow.

I know of one 
woman who married at 10 the m ar 
of her choice, aud who through long 
years of wedded life has been su­ 
premely 
happy. 
I know another 
woman who married at six and thirty 
the man of her choice, and who with­ 
out exception is the most felicitously 
associated beings I ever met. A young 
girl, before her character is fully 
formed and her love of pleasure ex ­ 
hausted, is apt either to break down 
prematurely or to become fretful and 
discontented under the heavy pres­ 
sure of her cares, while a more mature 
w owin is, ten to one, too self-assertive 
to sweetly assume tbe difficult roU of 
wife. But, after all, it is not so much 
when, as whom to m arry; for “ perfect 
love ca8teth out all fear” ana pro­ 
motes that mutual yielding and appre­ 
ciation which at all times and under 
all circumstances is essential to com­ 
panionship and “ home, sweet hom e.”

Why, 
how did you get it?” “ I can hardly 
decide; but I think it must have come 
of going out without any overshoes or 
any overcoat. 
And then th# measles 
and the croup which Sallie had last 
week, and the sore eyes which are 
at present annoying VVidie. Such per­ 
sonalities are at all times interesting ex­ 
cept to he or she who utters them, 
but what could be more ill-bred or 
disgusting than to hear such subjects 
dit-cussed before or at dinner. 
Yet 
the most cultivated men and women 
w ithout the slightest scruple talk 
while at the table of teeth that are 
ulcerated, of corns that are festered 
and of diseases which are known to be 
offensive.

hut such books as the “ Last Days of 
Pompeii,” and such plays as Tirgiimuj 
and Juliut Cxtar scarcely give us 
such an impression. Like most other 
d fects of breeding, this common 
trick of properly,or improperly talking 
of the bodily infirmaries either of our­ 
selves, our families or our friends 
can

corrected by mothers 
and teach­ 
ers. 
If 
children 
were

to regard such topics as impolite and 
in consequence, that they ought to be 
avoided, and if as well they were en­ 
couraged to cult vate the fluent ex­

tal im provement.

T H E CABLE ROADS. 


W h a t t h e W n t r r n A d d i t i o n S u f ­ 
f e r » f r o m T lx I r M a n a g e m e n t 
E d ito r H er a ir —The very emphatic 
refusal, of the City C uncil, to grant an 
extension of tim e to the Second street 
cable road, opens up a very im portant 
subject and gives a ray of hope, to the 
residents of the western part of tbe 
city, beyon-l the term ini of the cable 
roads, who have been alm ost forced 
to the conclusion that they had no 
rights, th a t the City Council or the 
cable roads are bound to respect, 
W ithin the past year frequeut over­ 
tures have been made to the manag­ 
ers of each of the cable roads, and sub­ 
stantial cash bonuses offered to in­ 
duce them to extend their respective 
roads, but each offer has been met 
with substantially tho same reply, 
viz.: It is no object to us to extend; 
it pays us just as W’ell for you to walk 
half a mile and then ride into town over 
our road as if we brought it to your 
door; we hold the key to the situation ; 
there is no other way for you to get to 
tow n; we are well satisfied to operate 
the road as it is; if you w aut the 
road extended 
you must give us 
the entire cost of the extension. 
Now, if they absolutely own the 
streets as far as their roads extend, 
taking a purely business view of it, 
their position is perhaps correct. 
At 
any rate, as a business proposition, 
they have a right to decide for them ­ 
selves whether it is to their interest 
to accept the proposition to extend. 
But do they own the street? The 
right to use the street is grant- 
!(1 
to 
them 
presumably 
for 
the public convenience. 
And under 
such restrictions and penalties as will 
securn their proper use. Among the 
obligations imposed upon eacji of 
these roadB was one requiring them 
to extend to the city limits, wituin 
certain specific tim es, and there is a 
clause in each of the franchises ex­ 
plicitly declaring that the failure of 
the grantees or their assigns to com­ 
ply with all or any of the conditions 
imposed renders the franchise null and 
void. 
This is an em inently wise 
provision. 
W ithout it they* might 
build in such partB of the route as are 
most profitable, asd by blocking up 
the only avenues of aporoaching the 
city from th a t direction place the 
property-owners 
beyond 
at 
their 
mercy. * If a m an should by a lot, 
paying one-half the value thereof in 
cash, and after building a house on 
front half of it refuse to pay for the 
rear half, but apply for a deed to the 
front half of which he had built 
it would be nearly a parallel case. 
The ordinance granting the franchise 
on Second and Diamond streets was 
approved March 14, 1885, and pro 
vides th at the road shall be completed 
to Texas street within one year and 
to the city lim its within three years; 
and it further provides that if grantees 
or their assigns shall fail to comply 
with all or any of the provisos and 
conditions therein contained, “ then 
and in that case all rights to this fran 
chise shall thereby be forfeited and 
this 
grant 
Bhall 
be 
null 
and 
void.” The Temple street franchise 
was approved July 7th, 1885, and pro­ 
vides that “ if tho road shall be com­ 
pleted and in operation to Texas street 
within one year, then upon applica­ 
tion to the City Council an extension 
of two years will be granted.” The 
penalty for non-compliance is iden­ 
tically the 
same as in tho Second 
street 
franchise. 
There 
is 
no 
valid 
excuse 
in 
either 
case 
for non-compliance with the con 
ditions of the franchise. That part of 
the city has improved beyond the ex ­ 
pectation «Í the wildest visionary at 
the tim e the franchises were granted, 
and there are plenty of capitalists 
who would be glad to have either 
franchise upon condition that the road 
be extended to the city lim its even 
without a subsidy. 
Now Mr. Editor 
will you not continue to put in a good 
word occasionally, for the people of 
the hill* Mid urge tbe city fathers, to
